CHAPTER. 1. 


How K ing Arthur loued faire Angellica the 
Earle of Londons Daughter : andlikewiſe of 
the birth of Tom a Lincolne, 


VEN as king ARTHVR woe 
the @mpertall Diadem of England, 
4 and by his chiualrie had purchaſed mas 

2 2 ny famcus Utaoztes, tothe great res 
> 


- nowne of this mayden Land, hee 02- 


deined the order of the round Table, 
and ſeleged many wozthy Knights 
toattend his aieſtie: of whole gliſte- 
ring renowne manp ancient Piſto⸗ 
les doe recoꝛd, and witneſſe to all inſuing ages. 

This wozthy Pance,vpon a time intending to viſit the city 
of London, with ſome few number of his kmabts, came and 
feaſted with Androgius, being at that time Earle of London; 
whole houſe (as then) was not only repleniſhed with moſt de⸗ 
iicate fare, but grac ſt with a number of beautifuil Ladyes: 
who gaue ſuch a pleaſing entertainement to Bing Archar 
and his knights, that they were rauiſhed with pleaſure, and

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quite foꝛgot the found of martiall D2ummes, that had wont to 

ſummon them foozth ta the fields ol Honour: Amongſt theſe 
glo21ous troupes of London Ladyes, Angellica the Carles 
daughter had the chiefeſt p2ayle fo2 beauty and courtly beha, 
tout: lo even as the filuer-thining Pune in a Winters 
froſty night, furpaſſeth the bꝛighteſt of the twinckling Stars: 
lo farre Angeliicacs ſwete feature excæded the reſt of the La- 
DYES; wherebp King arthur was ſo intangled in the ſnares of 
louc, that by no meanes he could withdꝛaw his affections from 
her dunne excellence. He that befoze delighted to tread a wea- 
ry march after Bellonas Daummes , was now conſtrapned to 
trace Cupids Peaſutes in Ladpes Chambers: and could as 
well ſtraine the rings of a Louers Lute, as ſound a Souldi⸗ 
ers alarme in the field: her beauty like the Adamant, dꝛew his 
ſterled heart to lodge in the cloſure of her bꝛeaſt: and no compa⸗ 
ny delighted ſo much the loue-ſicke Bing, as the pꝛelence of 
faire Angellica. So bpon a time as hee ſtod io king out of his 
Thamber window, hee eſpied the iſtris of his ſoule ſitting in 
a Garden vnder a Bower of Uines, pzettily picking the ripett 
Grapes with her delicate hands, and twke ſuch pleaſant pains 
in that maydenlike exerciſe, that the well coloured blood in her 
face began to ware warme, and her cher kes to obtatne fuch an 
excellent beauty, that they ſeemed like two purple Roſes in⸗ 
termirt with Hawthoꝛne⸗buds: whereby King Arthur grew 
mamozed vpon her, and »d foꝛ a time ſenceleſſe thꝛough th: 
extreame paſſion he toke in beholdiag her be uty: But at laif, 
retouering his ſenſes, he ſpake to himſclfe in this manner. 

Oh molt dinine Angellica, Natures ſole wonder, thou cr 
cellent oꝛnament of Beautp, thy louely Face painted with 1 
crumſon die, thy roſtcall Chæekes ſurpalling Snow ein white⸗ 
neſſe, thy decent Necke like pureſt Juoꝛp, hath like a Fowlers 
net intangled mp peelding heart: whereby it is fo2 euermoꝛe 
umpꝛiſoned in thy bꝛeaſt. Oh that the golden Trelles of thy 
dainty aire which ſhine like the Rubyes , glittering in khe 
Sunne, had neuer twinckled befoze my rauiſht eyes, then had 
my heart inioped his wonted liberty, end my Fancie been fr 
[ren Louers vaine imaginations. Thus, and in like manner, 


complayied the King vato himſclfe, fooking by all _— 
pott“! 
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poſſible fo exclude Lones firs from his bzeaſf, Wut the moꝛe 
hx ſtroue ts abandon it, the moze it increaſed: and fœling no 
pollicie might pꝛeuaile but that this burning tezment muſt 
af foꝛce bee quenched with her celeſtiall loue hee deſcended 
from his Chamber, and went bould[y into the Garden; where 
taking Angelica hy the hand as ſhe ſafe vpon a bed of Miolets, 
which as then grew vnder the Arbour, in this manner began ta 
court her. 

Faire of all faires, (ſayd the King) deuine and beautious 
Paragon faire Flower of Lonqon, know that ſince my aboad 
in thy Fathers hou e, thy beauty hath ſo conquered my atfecti- 
ons, and io bereaued me of my liberty, that vnlcſſe thou vouchs 
ſafe to cle my ardent Defires with a willing graunt of thy 
loue, J am like to dye a lan niſhing death, and this Countr2y 
England of fozce muſt l oſe gim, that hath filde her boundes 
with many trumnphant UMicoꝛies: therefoze (wet Angellica, 
if tho hard heart be ſo obdurate, that the teares of my true lous 
map nothing malliſie, yet take pitty on thy Countrey, that 
thꝛeugh thy crueltꝑ, ths Loſe not her wanton glozy, and be made 
vnhappp, by the lode of her @oueratgne : thou ſ@eſt (my di⸗ 
ma2 ugellic:) how 4, that haue made Pzinces Tvpe, any 
N Us to hunble when J haue frownde, doe now ſubmiſſiuelp 
relo my gigh honda tc ty keete, either to be made happy by 
thy leue, oꝛ onhappy in thy hate, that in tune to come, Childzen 
may eitger bleſle, £2 cuc.s hee: Of theſe two, conſider which 
thou wilt pcif 2 ei get with ciuelty to kill mee oz with cles 
mencie ts pꝛe ecue mee. 

This vn-rpected requeſt of the King, ſo amazed Angellics, 
that her Cheeks were wayn?d with bluſhing ſhame, and like a 
baſhfull Maiden (fo2 a time) Ewd ſilent no: knowing in what 
manner to an were him, conſidering hee was King of England, 
and ſhe but Daucchter to an Tatle; But at laſt, when feare and 
ſhame had a while ſtroue together in her heart, ſhes replyed 
in this ſozt, | i 

Def. nighty Ring (ſaid che e) if your entertainement in my 
Fathers houſe hath beene honourable, ſke not the foule diſho- 
nour of his Daughter, nos pꝛoffer to blemiſh the bud of her 


virginitis with the leaſt thought of vour vnchaſt deſires _ 
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olle of which ſwat zem me, is a toꝛment to my ſcule n oze 
wozſe then death. Conſder with your lelfe (meſt wozihy 
Pꝛince )the blacke ſcandall that it map bꝛing vnto reur name 
and honcur, hauing a Nugne a melt vertucus and lopall J5;irs 
ceſſe. Thuike vpen the ſtaine of your mat tage bed, the wongs 
of your wedded phere, and laſting infan ie et your cirne gies 
rie, fe2 this J Lew ( by Dianacs batght mateſty) befozr J will 
PE the congueſt of my virginitie to the ſpopte of luch vnchelk 
deſtres, J will infer moꝛe tozmente, then mans heart can ima⸗ 
ine: therefoze (moſt mighty Scucraigne) ceaſe peur vnreue⸗ 
rend ſuite, e J will not loſe that matchlele Level, fez all 
the trea ure the large Otcan containes: and in Ipeaking theſe 
wozds ge departed thence, and left the lcuc-ficke King in the 
Arbcur, complaining to the emptie ayze : where atter he had 
numbzed many determinations together, this Hee purpoled; 
Heuer to ceaſe his ſuite, till he had gained what his ſoule (a 
much deſtred: foꝛ continuallpat the bꝛeak of day, when | irans 
beautie began to ſhine, and Auroracs bluſh ts appears. would 
her alwayss ſend fo her Chamber window the ſwerteſt Pu⸗ 
licke that could be deuiſed: thinking thereby is obtaine her 
Louc. Manp times weuld hes ſelicite her way rich gifts, and 
large p2omtles, befitting rather an Empꝛeſſe then the Daugh⸗ 
ter of an Carle, pꝛofer ing ſuch kindnes, that if the had a heart 
of Jron, pet could thee not chaſe but relent and recuite his 
cuxteũes: fo2 what is it that time will not accemp! th, bhalling 
the hand cfa Ling ſet thereunto. 

Twelue wearpdares Ming Arthur ſpent in woing of An- 
gellica, befo2c hee cculd obtaine his hearts hap pinelle, and his 
ſcules content: at the end cf which time, ſhe was as ply ant 10 
his will, as is the tender twig to the Hand of the Yuthantnian, 
But how their ſecret meaning required a pollicie to ka pe 
their pꝛiuie leues both frem King Arthurs Quecne, and from 
old Androgius, Angellicas Father ; and that their ſecret 
iopes might long time continue withcut miſlruſt of any partie 
whatſoeuer, this deuice they contrived ; that Angellica ſheuld 
deſire liberty of her Father, to ſpend the re maine of her lite in 
the ſeruice of Diana, like ene that abandoned all earthly vant- 


tie, honcuring true chaſiity and religicus life: Do, with a 
den ure 
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bemure countenance , and a ſober grace, ſhee went vnto her 
Father, and obtained ſuch leaue at his hands, that he willingly 
condilcended that ſhee ſhould liue as a pꝛofeſted Punne, in a 
gyonaſterie that the Ring befoze time had huilded in the Citie 
of Lincolne ; and ſo furnithing her fozth with ſuch neceſlaries 
as her ſtate required, he gaue her his bleing,and ſo committed 
her to Dianzes ſernice. , 

But now Angellica being no ſwner placed in the Bonaſtery 
and cholen a Sitter of that fellowſhip, but King Arthur many 
times biſtted her in lo ſecret a manner, and ſo diſguiſedly, that 
19 man ſuſpecteed their pleaſant metings;but ſo long taſted they 
the iopes of lgue, that in the end the Nunne grew great bellied, 
and boꝛe Kin Arthurs quittance ſealed in her wombe, and at 
the end of koꝛty werkes, thee was deliuered; where in pꝛeſence 
of the idwile, & one moꝛe whom the King largly recompen⸗ 
ted fo2 their ſecrecy, ſhee was made a happy Mother of agoudly 
ſoime, whom King Arthur cauſed tg be wzapped ina Mantle 
of grerne Silke, tying a Purſe of Gold about his necke, and ſo 
cauſing the Pid wife to beare it into the Fields, and to lay it at 
a Shepheards gate nerre adioyning to the Citie, in hope the old 
man thould foſter it as his own;by which means his Angeliicacs 
diſhoneur might be kept ſecret from the woꝛld, and his owne 
2: frace from the murmuring repoꝛts of the vulgar people. 

This his commandement was ſo ſpœdily perfozmed by the 
31dwife,that the very next moꝛning the ſtole the poung Infant 
from his Pothers keeping, and boꝛe it ſecretiꝑ to the place ap⸗ 
pointed, there laying it downe vpon a turſte of græene araſſe : 
it ſeemed pꝛettilpꝑ to ſmile, turning his chꝛiſtall eyes vp towards 
the Elements, as though it fozcknew his gwne qd Fo2tune. 
This being done, the Pidlrife withdzew her ſelle ſome little 
diſtance from that place, and hid her ſelle cloſely behind a well 
Crowne Dake, diligently marking what ſhould betide the com⸗ 
fortleive Pnfant : But long ſhee had not there remained, but 
there flocked ſuch a number of little Birdes about the poung 
harmelege Babe, and ma e ſuch a chirping melody, that it fell 
into a ſilent lumber, and llept as ſweatly as though it had bien 
layde in a Bed of (oftelt Silke. 

Bo this time, the golden Sunne began to gliſter on the 

45 2 Poun⸗ 
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Moꝛmtaine top, and his ſiſter Luna to withd2aw her lvaterich 
tountenance: at which time, the pleaſant Shepheards began to 
tune their Poꝛning notes, and to repayze vnto their foulded 
Sher pe, accozving to their wanted manner: Amongſt which 
crue of luſtp Swaines, old Antonio àppꝛoached f th of his 
Gate with a chearefull countenance ,, whoſe Bꝛard was as 
white as poli.hed Siluer, oz like to no lying vpon the Nozs 
therne Peuntaines: this bonny Shepheard no ſoner eipied 
Angelic es ſweat Babe lying vpon the grene Pillocke, but 


immediatly he take it vp ; and viewing eircumpectly suery 


parcell of the rich Ucfi ments wherein it was w2apped, at lait 
found cut the P urſe of Gold which the King had gped unto the 
Child: necke, whereat the She pheard io erceedingly reiopced, 
that foꝛ the tune, he ſt. ode ac a man rauiſhed wich plea ure, and 
was not able to remceue from the place where he ſtod: but pet 
at the laſt, thinking with htmſelfe that $eaun had ſen. hun 
that gu d foztune, not cnely gtung hun Riche ;, but withall a 
Sonne, to be a comfo2t to him in his latter peares; ſo bearing 
it in to his old ile, and withall the Purſe of Gold, and the 
rich Mantle, with the other things: who at the ſight thereok, 
was as highly pleaſed as her Huſband, when he found it firit ; 
ſo being both agreed to foſter and bzing it vp as their own, con⸗ 
fidering that Nature never gaue them in all their life any child, 
intontinentip they cauſed it to be chʒiſtened, and called by the 
name of Tom A Lin coLNe.,; (after the Towne where 
it was found) a name meſt fitting foz4t, in that they knew not 
whom were his true Parents. 

But now lpeake wee againe of the Pidinife, that after ſha 
had beheld how kindly old Antonio recetued the young Infant, 
ſhe returned backe unto Angelicaes Chamber, whom ſhee 
found bitter ly lamenting the lofſe of her tender Babe, thinking 
that ſome Fapzy ꝓ imh had ſlolne it away: but ſuch was the 
kind comfoꝛt which the ſmaoth tonged idſwife gaue her in that 
extremitp, whereby her ſt zrow ſeemed the eſſe, and her miſt ruſt⸗ 
fuli feare exchanged into ſmiling hope: yet neither weuld the 
King no; the id wife at any time what deuer, make knowne 
vnto her what was be come of her little Sonne, but dziuing her 
off with delapes and fond excuſes , leſt harung intel _ of 
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his aboxd, ſhe Chould(thzough kinde laue, and naturall affection) 
goe viſite him, and ſo diſcouer their Loues pꝛasiſes. 

Thus liued the moſt fapze Angelica many dayes in great 
griefe, wiſhing his returne, and defiring Heauen that the De⸗ 
ſtimes might be ſo fauourable, that once againe befoze the fas 
fall Siſters had finiſhed her life, ſhe might behold her Anfants 
face: foꝛ whole pzeſence her very ſoule thirſted foꝛ. | 

Mere will we leaue the ſolitary Lady comfoztlefſe and wifh- 
out company (except it were the Ring, that ſometimes viſited 
her by ſtealth) and repozt what happened to Tom a Lincolne in 
the Shepheards Heuſe,

Of the manner of Toma Lincolnes bringing vp, and how he firſt 
Came do be calied the Rea roſe Ku ght: wich other things that 


hapned tO him. 


Keat was the wealth that old Antonio gathered 

together, by meanes of the Treaſure hee found 

about the Jnofants attire, whereby hee became 

the riche in all that Country, and purchalk ſuch. 

Lands and Limngs, that his ſuppoſed Donne 

 (fez wealth) was damed a fit match ſez a 

Knights Daughter : Pet foz all this his bzinging vp was but. 
meane,ans in a homely ſozt; (foz aiter he had paſſed ten yeares 
of his age hee was ſet to keepe 4nrtonives Shi pe, and to follow 
Husband2y, whereby he grew ſtrong and hardy, and continual⸗ 
ly gaue vimielte to painefull cndeaucurs, tmagining and deui⸗ 
ſing haughty and great enterpziſes; pet noth ithſtanding was 
of honeu and vertucus conditions, well featured, valiant,acine, 
cuckand nimble, ſharpe witt d, and cf a ripe iudgement: hes 
was ol a valiant᷑ and inuincible courage, ſo that from his Cra⸗ 
dle and inkancie, it ſæ med he was Lowed to Mars, and martiall 
exploits. And in his lite and manners is dec: phered the Image 
of true Nobilitie: fo though hee ob cure ip lived in a Cenntrey | 
Cottage, vet had he n. mind, aiming at ſtate and ms | 
3 e, 


— 
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tie, bearing in his bzeaft the pzincely thoughts of his Father, 
Foz on a time keping Cattell in the Field amongf other yong 
men of his age and condition, he was cholen (in ſport by them) 
foz their Loꝛd 892 Rnight, and they to attend on him like dutifull 
Setuants and although this their eledion was but in plap, vet 
he whoſe ſpirits were rauiſhed with great and high matters, 
art, pzocured them to ſweare to him loyalty in all things; and 
to obey him as a Ring, where, 9; when it ſhould pleaſe him in 
any matter to command them: ts which they all moſt willingly 
conde l cended. Thus after thep had ſolemuly taken their oathes, 
he perſwaded them to leaue that baſe and ſetui le kunde of life, 
{zxking to ſerue in Marre, and to follow him, being the Gene⸗ 
tall: the which thzough perſwaſton they did, and ſo leauing 
their Cattell to their Fathers and Maſtets, they aſlembled all 
together, to the full number of a hundzed at the leaſt: vnto 
whom he ſcuerally gaue cettaine Red Noſes, fo be woꝛne foz 
colours in their Mattes, and commanded them, that euer after 
bee ſhould be called the Red-roſe Knight. So in this manner 
departed he with his followers vnto Barnſedale Heath, where 
they pitched vp Tents, and liued long time vpon the robberies 
and ſpoyles of paſſengers , in ſo much that the whole Country 
were greatly moleſted by them. 
This diſoꝛdered life ſo highly diſplcaſed the Parents of 
theſe vnrulp Dutlawes, that many of them died with grieſe: 
but cſpecially of all other, old Antonio toe it in ill part, conſi⸗ 
dering how dearelp hee lou d him, and how tenderly hee had 
hꝛough him vp from his inkancy: therkoꝛe he purpoled fo pꝛac⸗ 
tile a meane to call him from that vnciuill kinde of life, if it 
might poſſible be bzought to paſle: ſo in his old dayes vnder⸗ 
taking this taſking , hee trauelled towards Barnſedale Hearh : 
into which being no ſoner eu red, bnt fore of the ruder ſoꝛt of 
theſe Putlawes ceaſed bpon the old man, and without any fur⸗ 
ther violente, bꝛeught him befoze their Loꝛd and Captain: who 
at the firſt ſight knew him to be his Fa her (as he thought) and 
therefoze vſed him molt kindlp, giuing him the beſt enfertaine- 
ment that hee could deuiſe : where, after they had fome ſzrall 
time confcrred together, the god old man bzake out into theſe

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Oh then degenerate (auoth he) from natures kind: Is this 
thy dulp fo thy fathers age, thus diſobedientlp to liue, u eun⸗ 
ding thy natural! Countrep with vnlawfull ipoples ? Is this 
the coaitogt of nane age: is this thy lcue tnto thy Parents, 
b hoe tender care hath been cuer to aduante thy tate: Cant 

eu behold theie milicvhite hayzes of mine all to rent and 

{02 ie; which J haue violently maꝛtpzed ui thy abſcnc2 ? Canſt 
theu indure ta ſa my dim Cpes almoſt üghtlede thacugh Age, 
(o baop dewne Teares at thy difcbcdient feete 2 Oh wherefoze 
ht the u mkringed the 1 awes of Nature, thus cruelly to kill 
thy rathers heart with griefe, and to end his day es by thy viti⸗ 
cus life? Rettirnegretuine Drate Child, baniſh fremthy bzeaſt 
theſe bale actions, that J may lay, I haue a veriveus Sonne: 
and be net ike the viperous bzod, that wozkes the tntimely 
death of their Patents. And ipeaking thele wc2ds, griefe [g 
exceeded the bounds of Reaicn, that hee ſtood lent, and begins 
ning againe to ſpeake, tcares trickled frem his cyes in ſuch as 
bimdantce, that they ſtayed the paſſage of his rech: the which 
being perteiued by the Ked- roſe Knight, he hum bly ſell vpen his 
Elices, and in this ſoꝛt ſpake vnto gad Antonio. 

Moſt dcare and reverent Lather, if my cence doe ſame o⸗ 
dicus in ꝑcur eyes, that 7, deſerue no fozgiucneſic, then here be⸗ 
hold now peur P22 inglozieus Senne, laying his beta ſt open, 
teady pzepared te teceine Deaths remezieleſle firckefrcm ycur 
aged hande, as a due puniſhment foꝛ this my duc bedient crime: 
but to be reclaimed frem this honozable kind of lite ( ceunt it 
honcurable, becauſe it tal eth of manha dy, fiſt ſail the Sun 
being dap ftom out the Meſterne Heaucns, e the filuer Pane 
lodge her bzightneile in the Caſterne wauer, and all things cile 
againu both kind and nal ure turne their wonted ccutſe. 

Nell then (gucth Antonio) if thy tcſclutien bee ſuch, that 
neither my bitter teares, nc: my faite inticaties may penaile 
to withbzaw thy vaine folh, then kneu (they meſt rungraticus 
impe) that theu art no Sonne of mine, Lit ii zung item the 
bowels of ſcme vntamed Tyger, 02 wild Licncſie, el e vculbit 
{hou humbly ſubmit thy ſelfe fo myreuerent periuoCens;trems 
whence then cameſt J know not, Lut ſure thy baceN harbeurs 


the tyzauny of ſeme menfitcus @Ty:ant, from whe's lornes 
| t hon 
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thou art naturally deicended. Thou art no fruife of my body fo⸗ 
I found the (in thy infancy) lying in the Fields, caſt out as a 
p2ey fo: rauening Fou les, ready to bee deuolwzed by hunger⸗ 
ftarued Pogges ; but ſuch was my pitty towards the, that J 
fake thee vp and euer ſiuce haue foſtereb thee as mine owne 
Child: but now, ſuch i chy vnbꝛidled folly,thaf my kind curte⸗ 
ſie is requit ed with extreame ingratitude; which ſtune abeue all 
others, the mmmoztall powers of veauen dor condemne, and the 
very Dinels themſelues dos hate: therefoze like a Serpent, 
bencefozth will 4 ſpit at tgee, and neuer ceaſe ta make inceiſant 
pꝛapers to the iuſtfull Geanens, ts reuenge this thy monſtrous 
diſobedience. | 

Theſe woꝛds being ended, hee gaue ſuch an erfreame ſigh, 
that his very heart bzake with grieſe, and hes immediatly dyed 
in the pzeſence ol the Rec- role Knight, Foz Whole death, hee 
made moze ſozrowfull lamentation, then Niobe did fo2 her 
ſeuen Bonnes. Wut in recompence of old Anton:oes kind 
loue, that pꝛeſerued his infancie from the fury ot rauenous 
Fouwles, he intombed him moſt ately in the Citie of Lincolue, 
whoſe body he (ent thither by certaine Paiſengers whom hee 
had taken, and withall a thouſand pound in treafures, to be be - 
ſtoived vpon a great Bell to bee rung at his Funerall ; which 
Bell hee cauſed to bee called Tom a Lincoinc after his owne 
name, where ts this day it remaineth in the ſame Citie: Theſis 
Paſſengers being as then rich Merchants of London hauing 
tetceiued the dead body of old Antonio, -and withall the tre3- 
ſure, went with all ſpeed vato Lincolne, and perfozmed cuer y 
thing as the Red · role Knight had appointed. 

Che death ot this ged old man not onely cauſed a generall 
ſozrow though the whole Citte, but ſtroke ſuch an extreame 
griefe to old Antoniocs wife, that ſhee within few dayes reels 
ded her life to the remoꝛceleſle ſtroke of the frowning deſtintes, 
and was buried in the ſame graue where her Husband was ins 
tombed : Whoſe deaths we will now leane to be mourned by 
their deareſt friends, and likewiſe fog bꝛeuities ſake, paſſe euer 
many ſtratagems which were accempliſhed by the Red-rote 
Knight & his fellowers vyon Barnſecale Heath, andreturne to 
Bing Arthur t his Knights, flgtrithing in the En . Court.

Ahe repozt of Tom a Lincolnes pzadiſes grew 

Iso generall amongſt the vulgar ſozt cf people, 

N that at laſt it came to King Arthurs eares, who 

=} magined in his Pzncely minde, that he was 

ſpꝛung of his bloud, and that hee carried lofty 

thoughts of honour planted in his bzeſt,though 

ſhzowded vader a Countrep like: therefoze, 

thꝛough kinde nature, hee purpoſed to haue him reſident in 

Tourt with him, that hee might daily ſe his liuelp ſparkes ot 

honour ſhew their reſplendant bzightneſſe,yet in ſuch obſcurity, 

that hee ſhould not know the ſinalleſt motion of his Parentage; 

therefoze het called together thzee of his *ppz ued Knights, 

namely Lincelot du Lake, Dit Iriſtram and Sir Triamore, 

and gaue them in charge, if it were poſſuble, to fetch the Red- 

rote Rnicht vnto his Court, of whoſe adu2nturous erployts her 

hath heard io many times repozted ; and withall he gaue them 

generall Pardon, ſealed with his pꝛiuie Seale, foz him and all 
his lawleile followers, _ 

This Commiſſion beeing receiued by the tee woꝛthie 
Unights, fhey with all perde armed themſelues in rich Cc2'es 
let, and ſtrong habiliments of Marre, and ſo rode towards 
Branſedalc H! 4 h where being no ſ@ner come, and delivered 
their meſſage from the Ring, but the Re d-roſc Knig h geue them 
an honourable welcome,and {02 tha dapes moſt royally feaſted 
them vader large Canuaſſe Tents; wherein they flept as ſe⸗ 
curely, as they had berne in King Arthurs Court, oꝛ in a ſtrong 
- Caſtle of warre. 

After this, Tom a Lincolne ſelected cut a hund2ed of his re⸗ 
ſolute Fotlowers, ſuch as he beſt liked of, and came with Str 


Lancelot,and the reſt to the Engliſh Ceu;t ; where King Arthur 
C nof 
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nof onety gane him a friendly entertainment, but 2!% inſtalled 
Him one of his Knights of the Round-rabic : and Vit gail pꝛe⸗ 
claimes a ſplemae Turniament, that ſtculd be helden in The yes 
nom of this new made Knight: to which Eurntanaly allem⸗ 
bl: om ther Countries, many P2inces, Barons, 6 Knights 
ol hig oneur, which behanes themſelues moſt noblr, no won 
great cemmendations of euery beholder: but eſpecially the Ne- 
role KnightzWho fe; that dap, td as chiefe Champion againit 
al! commers⸗ that Tumament, oz rſt dapes da de of his 
Kniabthne, where enelp by his valcur and pꝛeweſſe hee givers 
thzew thze Kings, and thirty other nights, all famcuzed fg2 
Chiualry:whereby he obtained uch grace in the Engliſh Cent, 
that he had by the Ning a paire of golden Spurres put vpon his 
feet and generally of the whole aſſembly, he was accornted one 
of the bzaucſt Knights that then liued in the weld, 
Wut noſo marke, how froſoning Foztune ended their Tri⸗ 
umphes with vnlucky Newes : foz the ſame day befoze the 
Knights had vnbuckled their Armours, there arriued a Peſ⸗ 
ſenger, who certified Ring Arthur, bow hits Ambaſſadcur was 
vn iuſtly done fo death in the Poztingale Court, which was an 
Act contrary both to the Faith of Pzintes, and the Law ef 
Armes : ) Fo2 whoſe death King arthur grew fo enraged, that 
be ſware by the Ponour of his bzight Renowne, and by the col, 
den Spurre of trueKnighthvd, the Poztingales ſhould repent 
that inhumane violente, with the death of many thou and guiit⸗ 
lefle ſoules; and that Babes vnbozne, ſheuld haue iuſt cauſe to 
curſe the firſt contriuet of that vault — — thereſoze with 
all ſpede h& muſtered vp a mighty Armie of Bcaſdiers, and 
(becauſe hee was continually moleſted with home-bzed Hutt - 
nies, and treacherous rebellions, the which hunſelle in perſon 
ef fozce muſt pacifie) appointed the Red-roic Ktught as chiefe 
Generall oner the Armie muſtered foꝛ Boztingale, Jn which 
Seruice, her accompliſhed ſo many famous Explopte, that hee 
was foz euer after ſurnamed, The Boaſt of England. $02 no 
ſa ner had her the whole Campe in charge, and aboard their 
Shippes, but hee peu ued the perfect Patterne of an exquiſi“e 
Souldier ſuch a one, as all martiall Captaines may learne to 
imitate: foz Hee fo circumipectly e2dered his Captaines, that 
in 
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in his Campe was neuer knowne any bzawle oz mente. Oe 
Was very coxrteous and liberall, doing honour to all men ac 
coꝛding to their deſerts, Ye ſo painfully and with ſuch care in - 
{tructe his Souldiers, that at an inſtant alwayes (if it wers 
nie diull) euery man by the ſound of a Dumme oz a Lrumpet, 
was found in his Charge and Quarter. And (to be b;tefe) his 
Cape reſembled one of the greateſt Cities in the wozib, fog 
all kind of officers were there found tn ozder ; and aiſoa great 
num ber or grants to furniſh it with all manner of necefias 
ryes. He und caſe permitted any robberies, pꝛiup fighting, 
fo2ce, 02 violence: but with ſeuerity puniſhed thole that were 
therein found guiltie. Mis deſire was, that his @culdiers 
ſhould gloꝛy in nothing lomuch, as in Martiall pzowefſe, Wer s 
tue, and Miſedome. Me cuermoze gaue them their pay with⸗ 
out fraud o deceit. He honcured, he pꝛayſed, he imbzac'd and 
kit them, and katyall kept them in awe and ſubiection: by 
which meanes his fame and honcur grew ſo renowned, that his 
Armp daply encrealed moze and moe. oz when he farſt arri⸗ 
ued vpon the Connnes of Portingale, his Campe grew to bee 
as great as euet was Cælars, when he conquered the Meſtern 
dAcald, and in matchleile pꝛo elle nothing tinferiour vnts his. 
Do koztungte mere hi pꝛoca dings that he made a gregt part 
of the Pꝛouinces of ort g deiclate, not being inter cepted 
by any, but popling euerp Towne and Citie as hee went, vn⸗ 
fill ſuch time a the Po tige Ing had gathered together a 
matu ilous nu nber of So lodiere, both elde, and of much ers 
petience, by tea on 6: the tontinuall Harres that they had 
with the „Nation ad ornng nere vato them: Rut 
when this Pvrcangale King (like an expert Sculdier) ſeeing 
that no way he might reuſt the Kngliſh Army, noz expell them 
his Ccuatrey, vnleſſe he gaue them pꝛeſent Battaile, theres oze 
truſtuig in his appzcued Panhed, and the pꝛoweſſe of his 
Soul diers, he ſet his Army in a teadineſſe and o maiched foz⸗ 
ward to meet the Red-roſe Knight, and his warlike followers, 
which at that time had pitched his Campe in a lar ge Cham⸗ 
pion Plaine, adiopning nere vnto the Citie of 1 ſnborne⸗ 
whereas both theſe Armies met: and ſetting them in oꝛder (as 
it betame god n they began (in the bzeake . 
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the day) ks moſt crusll and tertibleſt Battle chat ener was 
beatd ot, oʒ feughtin that age, conũdering the number of both 
parties, their Fpertence and pollicy, with the valiant caurage 
and pʒoweſlſe of their Captaines, 

In gteat danger continued this fight, till the Sun beganne 
foſet, with matucilous Canghter an both ſides; pet remayned 
the victozy doubttull, declining neither to the Portingales, nor 
yet fo the ngliſh : but at laſt (though long) the Portingales 
began to faint and fite; moze indeed oppꝛeſt with.ihe multitud t 
then foz anp feare they receiued in the Ratten foz the mgit 
part of them with honour dyed manfully in the Field, ſome ta⸗ 
ken p2iſoners,and the reſt ficd fo2 tbetr better ſafety ; but now 
the Portingale King perteuung his Souldiers begin fo fie, 
with courage hee ſcught to withdzaw them from flight, reſiſted 
in perſon valiantly the furious rage of the enemy : but in that 
enter pꝛiſe he gained ſuch and lu man knockes, that at laſt hes 
was vnhoztt,and foz want of reskew, was fozſt to y&ld him⸗ 
ſelfe as p2tſoner ; whereat the whole armie of the Portingates 
were dilconifo2ted,and the victozy fell fo the Engliſhmen; tHe 
which being obtayned, the Red-roſe Knight with his Armie 
entred into the Titre of Iiſhborne ; where the common Scrl- 
diers wers inriched with wealthy ſpoyles,and the Kings Pal 
lace ranfacked by the Red-roſe Knight: where hir twke ſuch 
pꝛiſoners as him beſt liked, and the reſt (like an honorable ſcrl, 
dier) be (et at liberty, commaunding that no violence ſheuld be 
pꝛoffered any ſwap: 

After this, ſetting his Army in a readineſſe, hg marched to⸗ 
wards England where after ſome few dayes hee arri⸗ 
ued with all his Boat, in the Meſterne parts of Devonſhire, 
and marching towards London, where againſt his comming, 
the Citizens with the Jnhabitants of other villages nere ads 
topning, were that dap ſeene in their moſt ſumptucus and rich 
attire, euery one of them eudeauoꝛing to place himſelfe in ſome 
Gallery oz Window, that the better and with moze eaſe they 
might behold the triumphant returne of the Red. roſe Knighr, 
All the Churches in London were on euery ſide ſet open, han- 
ged round about with moſt coſtly foꝛniture: the freetes were 
alſo molt gloziouſly beſet with greene Boughes, and mo 
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with Perfumes of no ſmall value: and foz the infinife multi- 
tude of people that were ſeene in the Citie, there were 

ted a hundꝛed Whiflers molt richly attyzed to kepethe ſtrets 
plaine and open, whereby the triumphs might haue the eaſier 
va ſſ ige: and fo that the dinerfi'y ofthe ſhewes were ſo many. 
that they of neteſlitie were conftrained fo part them into thꝛer 
ſeuerall dapes. 

The firfſt day hardly ſufficed in god 82dor to bzing in the 
Banners, Standards, and Enſignes of th. Conqueroz, the gol⸗ 
den Images, and Tables of pꝛice, which were all bzought in on 
C ::ts very curioulip painted and trimmed. 

On the ſecond day, came in the Armour of tbe Conquered 
Ning, as alſo of all the other Portingale Lo2ds : and as they 
were rich, bꝛight, and glittering, ſo were they with moſt cun- 
ning oꝛdered and ceuched in waggons. After theſe entred theer 
t jouſand men, in oꝛder, bearing nothing but £oney openly to 
be ſeene, and that in huge Platters and Ueſſels of Stluer ; 
of which were three hundꝛed and fiftie in number, and koure ok 
o ir men allotted to every veſſell ; the other bꝛought in molt ar⸗ 

t iciall Tapeſtry woꝛks, beautified with gold and ſiluer. And 
t us was the ſecond dayes Triumph ended, in moſt pompous 
lemnitie. 

Upon the third day, euen at the riſing of the Sunne, with 
t je firſt Band, entred (as a ioptull ſound of Conqueſt) an inff- 

n te number of Flutes, Dꝛummes, and Trumpets, with other 
like Partiall and Marlike Inſtruments, dunding not after a 
molt pleaſant and liveet manner, but in moſt terrible ſozt, as 
it was poſſible to be done, euen in ſuch oꝛder as they doe, when 
t jep pꝛeſently ioyne Batfatle. And after them came a hun- 
dꝛed and twentie Kine all white, hauing their Moznes curt- 
o up gilded with Gold, their bodies couered with Uayles, 
(which they acconipted moſt ſacred and holy) bearing alſo⸗ 
G irlands of Flowers vpon their Heads, dziuen by certaine 
yp ung Gentlemen, no leife well fauoured then co2necnſly at⸗ 
t ed. After theſe, followed the Coach of the conquered King 
o Portinga'e, with his oſone Armour layd thereon openly 
t) b ſcene of all men: his Crowne and royall Steptet was 
layd in ſeemely oꝛder vpon his Armour. Akter his Coach, 
wits C3 came 
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came Pzilorers on ft, with his owne naturall Childzen, 
being little 4nfants { and alte then. followed a great Ti oup 
of bis @eruants and Otticero, as Paſters of his Youihcuio, 

ecretaries, Uſhers, Controlers, CHhamberlaines, with other 
Gentlemen cf his Coui all ta uo iozawtull manner, ſectag 
themſelue⸗ bought ints ſuch ertiemitie- and ſeruitude, that 
they mwnued to compauion all ſuch as bcheld them. Ok the 
Kings childzen, there were two Boxes, and one Gule, of age 
ſo young and tender, that they had mall underſtanding of their 
nuſtoꝛtune and mtiery. 2817 

In this truunph tcllowed the Father his owne Childzen, 
(after the vage of his Ceuntrey )clad in black mourning gar⸗ 
ments, ſozrowing likewiſe foz his hard misfo2tune. Then 
followed ſundzy of his appz ued Friends: which, beholding 
in that plight their vnhappy P2ince, bꝛake cut into tcares and 
fahes ſo bitterly, that their enemies themſclues grieued at 
their miſhaps. 

After theſe, followed one which carryed cerfaine pzecicus 
Stones, that had been pꝛeſented tothe Re d-roſe Knig bt, from 
ſome ancient Cities in Portingale, who immediatly followed 
in perſon triumphantly in his Inoꝛy Chariot, apparelled in 
veſtutes of purple Tiſſue, having a Lawzell bough in his hand, 
and a Crowne of the ſame vpon his Mead. After him, followed 
his owne Sculdiers, both fut men, and Yozſe-men, all marchs 
ing in moſt decent o2der, armed vith — Furniture, holding 
alſo each of thema Lawꝛell bough in his hand, theit Enſignes 

and Banners Souldier⸗like diſp layed, ſounding Partiall Pe⸗ 
lody in honour of their triumphant Captain: with many other 
like pꝛeſidents, molt ropall any magnificent. | 

Thus ta this gallant ozder marched they to the ings 
Chappell, where in the pꝛeſence of the ing and his Lo2ds, 
(which came to honour and grace their Triumphs) they gaue 
thanks to God foꝛ their ſuccefull victozy: were after ſolemne 
Heruice was ended, thep departed to King Arthurs Court, 
where euery one, as well Strangers as others, were moſt roy- 
ally feaſted. 

The Portingale King ſ@ing his kind entertainement in the 
Engliſh Court, where he was vſed moze like a Friend, then an 

| {Enemy, 
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enemie, had ſmall care ts returne home, but frolik'd many a 
day amongſt the Engliſh Lo2ds : whoſe loues vnto ſtrangers be 
cuermoze moſt. honcurable. But ſo great were the courtefies 
that the Noble King Arthur beſfowed vpon the Pozfingales, 
who fo2 their p2offered diſgrates, requited them liberally with 
honour ; and not onely ſent them home ran{omleſſe, but pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to lend them ayde and ſuccour from England, if ottaſton res 
quired ; So bearing them company tothe Sea fide, hee moſt 
friendly committed them tothe mercy of the winds and wanes, 
which wereſo faudurable, that in ſhozt time thep arrined ſafe in 
their owne Country; where many a dap after they remembꝛed 
t )e honourable kindneſſe of the Engliſh⸗men, and cauſed the 
Chꝛonicles of Pozfingale to retoꝛd the renowne of King Ar- 
thur, and his knights of the Round Table.

which idle caſe greatly diſcontented the magnanimions Red- 


rol Kught, ws thought it a ſtaine to his paſſed gloꝛp, and a 
ſcandall to his Pꝛincely mind to entertaine ſuch bale theughts ; 
and conüdering with hirnſelfe how ignozant hee Was of his 
true Parents, 618d from whence hee was deltended, hee could 
not in. agine: therefeꝛe hee purpoſed to begin a new enterpaiſe, 
and io trauaile vp and downe the Wozld , till hee had either 

found 
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found his Father and Pother, oz elſe yelded his life to Na- 
tures contle in that pꝛetended Journey ; fo going to the king, 
(full little thinking that he was ſp2ung from ſo Noble a ſtock) 
crauing at his Gzaces hand, to graunt hun ſuch liberty, foz to 
try his Anight⸗h ed in fozraine Countries, whereas pet did ne⸗ 
uer Engliſhman make his aduenture ; and ſo eternize his name 
to all poſteritp, rather then to ſpend his life in ſuch home⸗bꝛed 
2aciſes. 

F To this his honourable requeſt, the Bing (though loath to 
fo:goe his company , pet becauſe it belonged to Unghtly At- 
tempts) hee gaue him leaue, and withall, furnutzed him a 
Shippe at his owne p2oper colt and charges, guung fre Li⸗ 
cence to all nights whatſocuer , to beare him con:xany : a- 
mongſt which number, Sir Launcclot du Lahe was the chie- 
feſt that pzoferred himlelle to that Woyage, who pꝛoteſted ſuch 
lee to the Red-rote Knight , that they plighted their Faiths 
like ſwozne Bꝛothers, and to liue and die together in all ex⸗ 
treamities. 

So thele two Engliſh Knights, with the number of a hun⸗ 
dꝛed moꝛe, all reſolute Gentlemen, teke laue of the King, 
and with all ſpeede went a Ship⸗booꝛd: wherein being no l. ⸗ 
ner entred, but the Pylot hoyico Saple and di anchored, and ſo 
committed their liues and FFoztunes to the plea ute of Nep- 
tunes mercie: vpoa Whoe vatcy Uingdome the h.nc'm⸗ 
ny dayes ſapled, but & us bzazen gates tuft cp2n , and the 
Windes © violently troubled the ſwelling waues, that cucLy 
minute they were in danger, to end their liues in the betteme 
of ths £5LAS, : 0 

Thꝛe moneths the winde and the waters ſtroue together foz 
ſupꝛemacie: during which time, they awe no land, but were 
dꝛiuen vp and doivne , fo vhat place the euer⸗changing Deltes 
nies liſted: ſoat laſt they ſipled beyond the Sunne, directed on⸗ 
ly by the light of the Starres, net knowing which way to tra⸗ 
uell towards land, but in {ch evtronity fez want of Thcuall, 
that they were foꝛced tc land af a certaine Jland in the Me⸗ 
ſerne parts of the woꝛld, inhabited onely by women: where 
being no ſa ner on land, and guung God thanks foꝛ deliuering 
them from that moꝛtall perill, but the c- roſe Kuigbt _ 
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his eyes towards the higher parts of the Counfrey, and eſpted 
moꝛe then two theuſand women comming fon th at a Citie gate, 
all moſt richly armed with Bꝛeaſt⸗ plates of Siluer, marching 
in trim aray, like an Army of well appꝛwued Souldiers: the 
which number comming neere to the Sea fide, they ſent tws of 
their Damſels, as Peſlſengers to the Engliſh Knights, willing 
them, as they lowed their liues, pzeſently fo retire againe back 
to the Seas, foz that was no Counttep foz their abode. But 
when the Red- roſe Knight of England had vnderſt@de the bold 
meſſage of the two Damſele, he was ſoze abathed (conſidering 
the number of armed women he. ſaw befoze him, and the areat 
dangers they had ſuffered befo2e on the Sea foz want of viau⸗ 
als) that he knew not in what manner he were beſt to aniwere 
them: but hauing a god courage, hee at laſt ſpake to the two 
Damſels in this ſoꝛt. 

Right Hoble Ladies, J haue well vnderſt»d pour ſperches: 
herefoze J Deſire peu fo2 to ſhew ſich fauour vnto wandering 
Trauailers, as to tell vs in what Country Foztune hath bzought 
vs to: aud foꝛ what cauſe we are commanded by you to returne 
to the Sea: 

Surclp Sir Knight (anflvcred one of the Damſels) this 
Tountrep whereon pou are artued, it is not very bigge, but pet 
molt fertile and commodicus ; and is called by the name of the 
Fayric-Land : And now to ſhew von the cauſe why vou are 
tommaunded to returne , this it is. Not many yeares agoe, 
there raigned in this Countrey a King which had to name 
Larmos, fo wiſedome and pꝛoweſſe not his equall was formd 
in any of theſe parts of the woꝛld. This King had ſuch con⸗ 
timall warre againſt the boꝛdering Flanders, that vpon a time 
he was conſtrained to muſter feꝛ the fame warre all the men 
both poung t old which were found in his Kingdome, whereby 
the whole Countrep was left deſtitute of men, to the great dil⸗ 
confen'ment ofthe Ladies and Damſels tgat here inhabited: 
Whereupon they finding them elues ſo highly wzonged, liuing 
without the company of men, they generally aſſembled them⸗ 
elues terether, with the Daughter of King Larmos , which 
is called Cælia, no leſſe in Beautie, then in Uertue and Wries 
dome: Theſe Ladyes and Damoſels beeing gathered toge⸗ 
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ther, with a generall confent , diſpatched certaine Beſſengers 
to the Ring, and to their Yuſbands , willing then; to returne 
into their Countrey, and not to leaue their wines and childzen 
in ſuch extremity, v itheut the comfoꝛt and company of man. 
pon which, the Ling anſwered, that hee had beſieged his E⸗ 
nemies in theu Townes of Warte; and beioge one man fi;culd 
returne home till he tame with Tonguelt, his Coumtrp theuld 
bee loft and made deſolate, and the Ns men giuen oner tothe 
ſpople of his Enemies: Which aniwere, when the Ladies 
had receuued , they toke it in ſuch cull part, that they tonlpi⸗ 
red againſt their Ming, and Hu bands, and put to death all 
the men childꝛen that wire in the Countrep; and after deter⸗ 
mined, when their Huſbands, Fathers, and Friends returned 
from the Marre, that they tyould the fit night of their com/s 
ming, bee ſlaine ſu ping in their Beds, and that neuer after 
they ſhould ſuffer man ts enter into their Ceimtrep. After 
this concluſion, they crowned Cziia the Bings Daughter foz 
their Queene ; And ſoafterward,. when the Ling and his A: 2 
mie returned frem his Warres, this bleudy murther was p2ac- 
tiſed, and not a man left aliue, but onely the Ling reſerued, 
whom Cælia wculd in no wiſe againſt nature murther: but 
yet notwithſtanding, ſhee deliuered him into the hands of her 
thiefeſt Ladies, which put him into a Boat alone, and ſo ſent 
him to the Sea to lecke his foztune. Therefoze moſt noble 
nights, this is the cauſe, why you may not enter into our 
Ccuntrey: which if you doc, and not pzelently withdꝛaw pour 
ſelues vnto the Sea, the Ladies will luddenly giue you a mer⸗ 
uailous Battell. | 

Now by the Euer⸗liuing Dial which Engliſh⸗men adoꝛe, 
(ſaid the Noble Red-rote Ktught) ſuch extremitie haue wee 
{uffered at Dea, that wee are like to periſh and dye with him 
ger, vnlege wee finde ſome ſucccur at pcur hands: and befoze 
we will end cur liues with famine, we will enter Battell ruth 
thoſe Kadies, and ſo dye with Henc ur in the Field: pet thts 
kindneue doe we humdlp defgre at peur hands, to rcturnc vnto 
pour Quene , and certzfic her of our pe eſtate and neceſtity, 
and that we altogether inſtant ly deſire her, (hat if there be any 
ſparke of Gertue, e2 Nebyity harbeured in her ann 
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will haue pitie vpon vs, and ſuffer vs: not to end our lines by 
ſuch an vnhappy kind of deat᷑tg. i586; 3 

Alith this teguelſt the two Damiſuls returned to the Auen 
and recounted from woꝛd to woꝛd the humble ſuit of the Reds 

e Knight, and what ertremitie they were in: Which when 
the r Zuckne vbnderitwd, and that t hey were Knights of Eng- 
and, the fame of which countrey thee had ſo often heard repozs\ 
ted, thee demainded, what manner of people they were, and 
of what condition? Surely Padam (anſwered one of the 
— neuer in all my life ſaw moꝛe godly men, 
no2 beffer and it is to bee ſuppoſed, they bee the choyce 

of all humane people, and with their courteous demeano2s > 
are able to dꝛawe the mercileſſe and ſauage Nation to afs 
fe them. 

The Queene hearing the Damſels ſo Highly fo commend 
the Engliſh Knights, thinking alſo vpon their requeſt, be⸗ 
gan (in 1 minde) to haue pitie of their miſaduentures, and ſa 
inſtantly ſent fo2 them, and gaue them free libertie to make 
their abode in her Countrep: which incontinentlp when the 
Engl Knights heard, how they ſhould receiue a kinde wel⸗ 
come, and a friendly entertainement, grew ſo excæ ding ioy⸗ 
full, as though Veauen had ſent them pꝛeſent comfoꝛt: ſo com⸗ 
ming befoze the Queen and her Ladyes, they ſaluted each 
other molt courteoully, and with great reuerence.

Poſt deare Pꝛinceſſe, and faire Quecne of this Paider ccun⸗ 
frey, J giue You right humble thankes fo2 theſe your courte⸗ 
ſies, and by no meanes poſiiblemay I deſerue this High Hoiictur 
ren haue grat d me with, 

Oh great Bnight (teplyed then the —_ the (malleft 
thaught of yeur hencurable minde, is ſutticie recon pence 
the vttermcſt of 1p deſerts : yet let me requeſt this one thing 
at your noble hands, that neuer asked the like fauour of any 
ene befoꝛe foꝛ ſhe that neuer knew the leaſt motion of Icne, 1s 
now pꝛicked with a hundꝛed torments: and vnlelle peu quench 
the ardent aftecien wherwith my heart is fired, with the plea⸗ 
{ant hopes of xeur cem foꝛtable ſmiles, I am like ts die delpe⸗ 
rat, and then the woꝛld will accule pcu of cruelty, in murdering 
a conſl ant Lady: but if it ſwall pleaſe ycu to grant me leute, and 
ſo eſpouſe me accozdingto Himens hely Rites, ha re ſhall you 
rule ſole A ing, and be the Lo2d of all this Countrey. 

My right deare Lady(an{wered then the Red- role Knight) 
peu haue done ſuch pleaſure to me ,and to mp diſtrefſed folle⸗ 
wer s, in pꝛeſetuing vs from famine, as 4 ſha! neuer rcquate it, 
though J Gculd ſpend all the reſt of my life in peur Sermce. 
and know(molt ercellent Þzinceſſe)that there is no avucnture 
{o danger dus, pet at your commandement weuld J p2aclile to 
at compliſh pet foz to tye my telfe in Mledleckes bonde, chere 
is no weman in the wozld ſhall pzocure mee: foz till I haue ſi⸗ 
niſhed an Aduenture which in my heart J haue vowed, J will 
not linke my affection to any Lady in the wozld. But thinke 
not (Madam) that 3 refuſc your-leue thzcugh- diſdaine: foʒ 3 
weare by the dignity King Arthur grat d mg with, J feud 
think my ſelfe moſt foztunate, i I had ſo faite and noble a La. 
dy, as pour dtuine ſelfe. 

Moſt wozthp night (then anſwered the Quene) Jima 
cine, that the Gods haue ſent you into this Countrey ſoꝛ tw 
. rauſes pzincipallp: The firſt is, that pcu and peur foliowers 
| tout 
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ſhculd be pzelerued ſrom death by my meanes: The ſecond is, 
that ycu ſyeuld inhabit in this Ceuntcrey leaſt it ihould in ſhoꝛt 
time be left as a deſert wilderneſle: foꝛ it is inhabited onely by 
omen without a Bing, and haue no other Gouerncur but

J confeſle (quoch the Red-rofe Knight,) that peu and your 
Ladies haue ſuctoured nice and my followers in dur great ne⸗ 
ceſlitie: and in retompenſe whereof, wee will imploy all cur 
indeauours to the repeopling againe cf this Countrep: Eut 
in regard of the lecret vow my heart hath made, J will not 
peold my ſelte to peur defires; fo if Jſhoulb infringe my oath, 
mine Boncur were greatly impaired : And befoze J would 
com mit that diſhoncurable fac, J would ſuffer the greateſt toꝛ⸗ 
ment that ans heart can unagine. 

41contiacncly, when the Icue-ficke Qutene heard this an⸗ 
were of the on night, and perceiued that he was fiime 
in his put pole, ſhe twke leaue of hum, and departed foz that 
time, the Rec-10ls Knight läkt wiſe withdzew himſelfe into 
his Chamber, pondzing in his nainde a thouſand imaginations. 
But the fog her part was lo troubled in mind, and ſo weunded

When the noble night heard the faire Cælias vopce, and

Oh you immoztall heauens, how map mine eres behold the 
departure ok my iop! foꝛ being gone, all comfozt in the woꝛld 
will fozfake me, and all conſolation flie from me: and centra⸗ 
riwiſe, all ſoꝛrow will purſue mee, and all misſoꝛtune mg 
againſt me. Oh what a ſoꝛrow will it be to my ſcule, to ſr the 
fisting on the dangertus Seas, where euerp minute, perils doe 
ariſe ready to whelme thee in the bottomleſſe Ocean! and being 
onte exempted from my ſight, my heart foꝛ euerm oʒe lie in the 
bed of tribulation, vnder the couerture of moꝛtall diſtreſſe, and 
betweene the ſhertes of eternall hewaylings. Pet if there be no 
remedy, but that theu wilt nedes depart, ſweare unte me, that 
i cuer thou doeſt accompliſh thy pꝛetended voyage, (what it is 
J kiowno*t) that theu wilt returne againe to this Country, to 
tell me of thy happy foꝛtunes, and that mine eyes map cence 
moꝛe behold thy leuelp ccuntenance, which is as delecable to 
my cule, as the Jcpes of Paradiſe, | 

When the Noble Cnglith Rnight vnderſtoode that the 
Zune condeſcended fo his departure, vpcn condificn of his 
reurne, to which he ſolemnly pꝛote ſted, it the Et de ge ue him 


like and geod foꝛtune, to perfozme her requeſt ; whereby the 
Fayrie 
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Fayric Queene was ſomewhat recomfoꝛted: And hauinggreat 
hope in the returne of her deare Loue, ſhe ceaſed her lamenta⸗ 
tions. And now (to abzidge the Stozy) the time came that the 
valiant Engliſh-men ſhould goe a Ship-ba2d : vpon which day, 
the Red- role Knight and his followers, toke leaue of the noble 
Nucne and her Ladies, thanking them foꝛ their kinde enter⸗ 
tainements, and ſo went to the Pozt of the Sea,where they en- 
tred their Ships, and ſo departed from the Fayric Land.

The pleaſant Hiſtory which Sir Lancelot du Lake, told to 
the Red-roſe Knight, be ing a Ship-boord, 


T that time of the yeare , when the Birds had nipf away 

che tawny leaues , and Hora with her plealant Flowers, 
hav enricht the earth, ano encloathed with Trees, Hear bs, and 
Flowers , with Natures Tapiſtrie, when the golden Sunne 
with his gliſtering Beames did glad mens hearts, and eveiy 
1.eafe as it were, did beare the fozmeof Lone, by Nature pain⸗ 
ted vpon it: This bleſſed tune did cauſe the Gꝛecian Empe⸗ 
our ts pꝛoclaime a ſolemne Turnament to bee holden in his 
Ccurt, which as then was repleniched with many wozthy and 
valiant Anights : but his deſire chiefely was, to keholde 
bis Paincely Donne Valentine, to fry his Galour in the Tur⸗ 
gamen. 
* pany were the Ladies that repapzed thither, to beholde 
the wozthy Lriumphes of this young Pztnce : amongſt which 
number, came the beautifull Dolcippa, a Papden which as 
then wayted vpon the CEmpzeſſe , being Daughter to a Toun- 
frep Gentleman This Oalcippa, like Apollos Flower, be- 
ing the fay2elt Urgin in that company, had ſo frmely ſetled 
her laue vpon the Emperours ſonne, that it was impolſibls to 
erpell it from her heart. Likewiſe, his affectien was no lege in 
feruencte then hers: lo that there was a iuſt equality in their 
cues and lifting, though a difference in their Birthes and 
Callings. 

This Princely Valentine, ( fa2 ſo was the Emperours 
Donn? exltcd) entred the Lites in coſtly Armour moſt richly 
wꝛought with Oꝛient Pearles , his Creſt encompaſſed with 
Saphire Slenes, and in his hand a ſturdie Launce, Thus 
ncufed vron a milke⸗ white Sterde, hee vaunted foozth hun⸗ 
ſelfe to try his warlike fozce ; and in pꝛauncing vp and downe; 
hee m-ony fimes (thozow his Beuer) ſtole a view of his Myꝛe 
1):\ctopas kate: at which time, there kindled in his Wrraſt 
Wo ſundzy Kampes : the one was to winne the hong of the 
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dap: the other, to obtaine the loue of his Piſtreſſe. On the 
other ſide, Dulcipps did nothing but repozt the vatiant acts of 
his pꝛoweſſe and chiuairie , in ſuch ſozt, that there was ng 
other talke amongſt the Ladies, but of Valentines honcurable 
attempts. 

No ſconer was the Turnaments ended, and this loue begun, 
but Dulcippa departed to her lodging, where ſighes did ſerue as 
bellowes to kindle Leues fire. V uentine in like manner being 
wormded to death, ill rometh vp and downe to finde a ſalue 
fv2 his ſtanchleſſe thiru:io ſeees Duicippa to reſtoze her ſoumer 
tiberty : foz, ſhe beung both beloued, and in loue, knew not the 
meane to comtoꝛt yer ſeife.

courteſies. Mith that thee ſtarted from her dꝛeaming pat on, 
wainging her tender hands, till flouds of Gluer dꝛopping teares 
trickled downe her face: Her golden haire that had wont to be 
bound vp in thꝛeeds of gold, hung dangling now about her Juozy 
necke: the which in moſt cut ragicus ſoꝛt ſhe rent and toze, fill 
that her haire which befoꝛe lokt like burniſht Geld, were died 
nov in purple and Germillion bloud. In this ſtrange paſſion 
remained this diſtreſſed Lady, till the Golden Sunne had ther 
times lodged him in the Meſterne Seas, and the filuer Mone 
her ſhining face in the Pallace of the Chziſtall Cloudes.

Jn this manner went he to his belxuev Lady, whom 
he found in company of other Ladies waighting von the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe: who taking her by the hand, he led her aſide into a Gas 
lerxy nere adiorning: where he began in this manner toexpzefſe 
the pallion of his loue. | 

Hatred Dulcippa, (quoth hee) in beauty bzighter then 
gliſtering . when with her beames ſhee beautifies the 
ales of Yeauen, Thou art that Cinchia, that with thy bꝛight⸗ 
nelle dolt light my clowdy thoughtes, which haue many dayes 
been cucr caſt with ſtoꝛmy ſhowers of Loue: Shine with thy 
beamescf mercte or; my minde, and let thy light conduct. 


nie from the darke and obſcure Laber:nthe of Lous. Af teares 


could ſpeake, then ſheuld my tongue keepe filence : Therefoze, 
let my ſighes bee meſſengers cf true lcue. And though in 
wozds Jam not able to deliuer the true meaning of my 
delites: pet let my cauſe beg pitty at pour hands. Other 
ine your dentalt dzownes my ſoule in a bottomleſſe Sea of ſoʒ⸗ 
ro: one of theſe two (molt beauticus Lady, ) doe 3 deſire; 
zither to giue life with a cherrefull ſmile, oz death with a fatall 
frowne. Va'entine hauing no ſooner ended his loues ozation, 
put ſhe with a ſcarlet countenance, returned him this ieyfull 
anſwere. 

Holt Noble Prince, thy wozds within my heart, hath 
knit a goꝛdion knot, which no earthly Might may vntie: fo2 
t is knitte with farthfull Loue, and Teares, diſtilling from a 
conftant minde. My heart which neuer yet was ſubieg to any 
one, doe I freely yeeld vp into thy boſome, where it fo2 cuer- 
moze ſhall reſt, till the Fatall ſiſters cut our lines aſunder.

Dotosz, the loue (nay rather raging luſt) which J haue ſpied 
of late 3efwirt my vnnaturall ſonne, and pꝛoud Duc ippa, may 
in ſhczt time (as thou knowelt ) b2tiig a ludden alteration of 
dur ſtate, confidering that he being boꝛne a Pance, and decen- 
ded ſrom a ropall race, ſhould match in marriage with a baſe 
aid ignoble gayden, daughter but to a meane Gentleman: 
therefoge, if IJ ſhould ſuffer this ſecret lone to goe foꝛward, and 
ſe ke not to pꝛeuent it, the Emperour might condemne me of 
falh ud, and iudge me an agent in this vnlawfull loue; which 
{9a vopd I haue a pꝛactiſe in my head, and in thy hand it lyes 
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to pꝛocure thy Pzinces happineſſe,and — good. Dul- 
cippas father (as thou knoweſt) dwels about thee miles from 
my Pallace, vnto whoſe houſe will this day ſend Dulcippe, 
about ſuch buũineſle as Jthinke beſt, where thou ſhalt bee ap: 
egy none but thou to conduct her thither ; where in a 
thicke and buſhy groue which ſtandeth direaly in the niidway, 

thou ſhalt glue her the cup of death, and ſo rid my heart from 
— 5 thoughts. 

Chis bloody p:aciie being pꝛonounced by the Empꝛelle, cau⸗ 
ſed inch a terreur to enter into the Doctozs 1 ind that he trem⸗ 
nien f:o2th this ſoꝛrowlull complaint. 

Oh you immostall powers of Heauen, vou guider of my 
haplege foztunes, why haue you thus ozdained mer to bee the 
bloody murderer of a chaite and vertuous Lady, and the true 
pattcrne of ſobꝛietie: whoſe vnttmeleſſeonerthzow if J ſhould 


but once coini pre, Dianas Nymphs weuld turne their wonted 


Natures, and Caine ther hands with my accurſed blood: 
CTherefoze molt glozious Empꝛelle⸗ ceaſe pour determinati⸗ 
on, fo2 my heart wilt not ſuffer mp hand to commit ſo foule a 
billanp. 

And wilt not thou doe it then, (replood the Empzeſſe with a 
mind fraught with rage and blwd :) ade pꝛoteſt (quoth ſhe) 
by heauens bꝛight Maieſtie, except thou daeſt conſent to ac⸗ 
compliſh my intent, thy head ſhall warrant this my ſecreſte. 
Stand not on termes, my reſolute attempt is cleane impatient 
of obo ions. 

The Doctoꝛ hearing her reſolution, and that nothing but 
Dulcippas death might ſatiaſie her wzath, hee conſented to her 
— ( and pur poſed cunningly to 'vifſemble with the bloody 

Nucﬀne) who belcued that her would perfozme what thee ſo 
— deüred: ſo departing out of her chamber, ſhe went to the 
giltleſle Lady, ſending her on this fatall meſlage: who like to 
hapleſſe Bellerophon, was ready to carry an embaſſage of her 
own death But in the meane time, the Dots: harboꝛed in his 
bꝛeaſt a woꝛld of bitter woes, to thinke how vilely this vertu⸗ 
aus Lady was betrayd: and conſtdering in his minde, how that 
he was foꝛted by conſtraint to perfoꝛme this tragedy ; therefo2e 


hee purpoſed not to gue her a cup of Poyſon, but a ſleeping 
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Dꝛinke, to caſt her into a traunce, which ſhee ſhould as a 
cup of death recciue; as well to try her vertuous Conſtancie, 
as to rid himſelfe from ſo haynous a crime. 

But now returne wee to Dulcippa, who beeing ſped of Her 
Mellage, went with the Doctoz, walking on the way,where all 
the talke which they had, was of the [tbcrall-pzaiſe cf Jazance 
Valentine; who remayned in Ccurt, little nuſtruſting what 
had happened to his beloued Lady: and ſhe likewile ignorant of 
the hurt that was pꝛetended againſt her life ; but being both a; 
lone together in the WW md, where nothing was heard but chir⸗ 
ping Birde, which with their voyces ſeemed to mcurne at the 
Ladpes misfoztune, But now the Doctoz bzeaking off their 
fo2zmer talke, to ke occaſion to ſpeake as followeth. 

Man of all other creatures (moſt vertuous Lady) is moſt 
miſerable, foz Nature hath ozdayned to euery Wirda pleaſant 
tune to bemoane their miſſhapps, the Nightingale doth com 
plaine her Rape and [off Uirgmitie within the delart Gzcues: 
the Swanne doth likewiſe ſing a dolefull heauie tune a 
while befo:e thee dyes, as though Yeauen had inſpired her 
with ſome fozeknowledge of things to come. Pen Madame, 
now mult ſing your Swan⸗like Song; foz the pzetty Birds 
( Iſ&) doe d2ope their hanging heads and meurne, to thinks 
that you muſt die, Maruell not Madame; the angry Queene 
will haue it (8. Accurſt am J in being conſtrayned to bee the 
bloody inſtrument of ſo tyrannous a fac. Actuſt am J that 
haue ozdained that cuppe, which muſt by Poyſon, ſtanche the 
thirſt of the bloody Empzeſſe ;andmolt accurſed am J, that can- 
not withſtand the angry Fates, which haue appoynted mee to 
offer oufrage vnto vertue. And in ſpeaking theſe wozds, hee 
deliuered the Cup into the Ladpes hands: who like a Lambe 
that was led to the laughter, vied ſilence fs2 her excuſe. Many 
times lift ſhee vp her eyes toward the ſacred Thꝛone of Hea⸗ 
uen, as though the Gods had ſent dewne vengeance vpon her 
giltleſſe Soule, and at laſt bꝛeathed fozth theſe ſozrowfull las 
mentafrons. 

Neuer ( quoth thee) ſhall vertue ftope to Tice. euer ſhall 
Death affright my ſoule : noꝛ neuer Poyſon quench that laſt- 


ang love, which my true heart doth beare to Pzincely Valen- 
time; 
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tine; whoſe Spirit (J hope) ſhall mete m& in the toyfull 
Fields of Elixium, fo call thoſe Ghoſts , that dyed foz Faiths 
full loue, to beare mee witnefſe of my Faith and Loyalty ; and 
ſo taking the Cup, fhe (atv, Come, come, thou moſt bleed 
Cap, wherein is contained that happy Dainke , which giues 
reſt to troubled mindes. And thou moſt bleſſed Mod, beare 
wifnede , that J mire this banefull Dꝛinke with Teares di⸗ 
filling from my blerding heart. Thele Lips of mine that had 
wont to kifſe Pzince V aicncine, ſhall now moſt willingly kiſſe 
this Gꝛound, that muſt receiue my Coꝛſe. The authoz of my 
death, Jie bleſſe; fo2 thee honours mee, in that J die foz my 
(wet Valentines ſake. And now Docoz to thee (being the in⸗ 
ſtrument of this my Death) J doe begneath all earthly happi⸗ 
neſle: and here withail , J dzinke fo Valentines good foztune: 
Do dꝛinking oft the lla ping Pofton, ſhee was p2efently caſt ins 
to a traunce ; which ſhe poze Lady, fuppoſed death. The 
Doco? greatly admiring at her vertugus minde, erected her 
body againſt an aged Dake, whers he left her leeping,and with 
all ſpeede returned to the hatefull Mugne , and told her, that 
he had perfozmed her Mateſl ies command: who gaue him mas 
ny thanks, and p:omiled to requite his ſecrecie with a large re⸗ 
compenee. 

But now ſpeake we againe of P2ince Valentine, who had in⸗ 
telligence, how the onelp comfezt of his heart had ended her 
life by Poplons violence: foʒ which cauſe, he leaues the Court; 
and conuerted his rich Attire to ruthfuͤll Roabes: his coſtly co⸗ 
[cured Garments, to a homelp ruſſet Coat; and ſo trauailing 
to the ſolitary woods, he vowed to ſpend the reſt of his dayes in 
a Shepheards life: His royall Scepter was turned into a fin 
ple Sher pehrke and all his pleaſure was to keepe his Sharpe 
from the t&th of the rauencus Melues. 

The times had alffering Phabe renewed her hozned 
winges, and deckt the elements with her ſmiling eountes 
nance ; Th2&e moneths were paſt , thꝛes Brones had likes 
wile runne their wonted comp ie, befoꝛe the Gzecian Empe⸗ 
rou miſt his P2incely Sonne: wholt want was no ſ@oner b2us 
ted though the Court, but hee ecchoed fozth this hozrour to 
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Nhat curſed Planet thus indirectly rules my haplefſe oourſe⸗ 
02 what vncouth dʒꝛyerp Fate hath bereaued me of my Paince⸗ 
ly ſonne 2 loue fend downe thy burning Thunderbelts, and 
ſtrike them dead that be pzocurcrs oi hi want: But, if (wert 
Venus) he be dead faz loue, houer his Gyolt befoze mine eyes, 
that hee may diſcouer the cau e of his infltatons. But contrarts 
wiſe, if his life be finiſhed by the tur p of ſo ...e nun therou. mind, 
then let my erclamations pierce to the wiriutl Paieſtie of 
Meauen, that neuer Sunne may thine vpon his hated head, 
which is the cauſe of my Valentines decay: Vn, that the angry 
Furtes may lend me their burning whips, inceuantly ts ſcourge 
their purple ſoules, till my Sonnes wꝛongs bee ſufitcrently res 
nenged. Thus, o2 in ſuch a like frantick hmncur ranne hee vp 
and downe his Pallace , till Rea.on pacifted his eutragious 
thoughts, and by perſwaſion of his Lo2ds, he was bꝛeught into 
his quiet bed. Meane ſpace, Diao (the Nuwene of Thaſtrtte) 
with a Traine of beautifull Nimphe -, by chance came thꝛouah 
the Mod where Dulcinpa was left tn her traunce ; in which 
plate, reuſing the Thickets in pur mt of a wilde Bart, the 
Nucene of Chaſtity e pied the harmileſſe Lady ſtanding agaimit 
A Dre, and beheld her ſweet bꝛeath to paſſe through her cloſed 
lips: At whole pꝛeſence, the Qucene a while (td wondꝛing at; 
but at laſt, with her ſacred thee awaked her, and withall aſked 
the cauſe of her traunce, and by what meanes ſhe came thither 2 
ULhich p32e awaked Lady, being amazed both at her ſodaine 
Paieſtie, and the ſtrangenelle of her pagſed Foztune and di⸗ 
ſtreſſe, with farre fetcht ſighes, thee related what happened to 
her in thoſe defart NMccds. The heauenly Goddelle being mo⸗ 
ued with pitie, with a molt miling voyce cheared her vp, and 
with a Lilly taken from the ground, ſhe wiped the teares from 
off uc pp tender cheke , which like toa riuer trickled from 
her Chziſtall eyes. This being done, Diana with an Angels 
voyte, ſpake vato her as folleweth. 

Swörte Nirgine (fo2 ſo it ſæcmeth thou art) farre better 
weuld it hefit thy haypx eſtate (Havpy J terme it) hauing paſt 
lo many dangers, to fend the ren nant of thy life amongſt my 
Traine of Pimphes, whereas „ zingetheothing but Thaſtity 
and purtty of lite. Duc 'pps ktheugh iu her lene both fürme and 
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con llant, vet did the condiſcend todwell with Dianas Nimphs: 
where now, inſtead of parly with courtly Gallants, thee ſing- 
eth Songs, Tarrols, Roundelapes: in Mead of Penne 
and Incke, wherewith the was wont to wzite Loue⸗ letters, 
thee exerciſeth her Bow + Arrows, to kill the ſwift⸗fat Weare: 
and her downie Beddes, are pleaſant Gzoues, where pzetty 
Lambe s doe graze. he: 

But now returne wer 1 to the raging Emperout, 
who ſifted the matter out in lich ſoꝛt, that hee found the Em 
pꝛelle giltie of her Sonnes want, and the Doctoz to bee the 
inſtrument of Dulcippas death: who being deſperat (like one 
that viterly deteſted the cruelty of the Empꝛeſle ) would not 
alleadge, that he had but ſet the Lady in a fraunce, but open ly 
confell o that he had popſoned her x foz that fact was willing 
to offer vp his litt to fatisfis the Law, therefo2ze the angry 
Empercur ſweares, that nothing ſhall ſaftsffe his Hennes 
reuengement, but death: and thereupon ffratghtly cammaun⸗ 
bed the Empzelle to be put in pziſon, and the Doctoꝛ likewiſe 
to be lockt in a ſtrang Tower: but pet becauſe ſhee was his 
lawſull Mike, and a JazinceCe bozno hee ſomething ſought to 
mittigate the La, that it an on within a tweluemonth and a 
day would come and offer hunſe[fe to combate in her canſe as 
gainſt himſelfe, which would be the appealant Champion, ſhe 
ſhould haue like: if not to bee burxnt to aſhes, in ſacffice ot his 
Sonnes death: all which was perl oꝛmed as the Emperour had 
commanded, 

But now all this while the pwꝛe Pꝛinte lines alone within 
the dds, making his complaints to the flockes ef Scpe 
and waſhing their well with his dil refed teares. His bedde 
wWhereon his body reſted, was turned into a Sun-burnd bank: 
his thaire of ſtate, concred with graſſe: his muſicks, the whilt⸗ 
ung winds: the Rethozicke, pittiknil complaints and moanes, 
wherewith he bewapled his paſſed foztunes, and the bitter crol⸗ 
les of his Myappy lcue: 

The ſalitarie place wherein this Pztnce remained, was 
not farre idiſtant from the Gꝛeue, where Dullcippa led her ſa⸗

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Wow bended, and a quiuer of arrowes hanging at her backe, 
with her Hayze tyed vp in a Willow wꝛeath, lealt the Buches 
ſheuld catch her golden Trelles to beautifie their branches: in 

this manner comming to hunt alcauage Hart, he was urpaized 
p a bla dy Satire bent to rape, who with a bla dy mind purſued 
her: and comming to the ſame place where Pamce Valentine 
fedde his meurning Lambes, hee cuerta ke her, whereat ſie 

gãue ſuch a terrible ſhzike in the tod, that ſhe Wird vp the 
Shepherds paincely mind ts reſcue her: but now when. the 
bic dp Satyre beheld a face of Ma ieſtie thaowded in a ſhepherds 
cigthing, immediatly he fcuvded thzetigh the Ma ds moze 
[wifter then cuer fraretull Deare did run. 

But now gentle Reader, Heere ſtay to reade a while, and 
thinke vpon the happy matuig of theſe Leuers: koz ſurcly 
the imagination thereof will lead a gelden witte into the La- 
berinth of heauenlp iopes: but being bꝛeathleſſe in auoypding 
paſled dangers, they could not ſpeake a word, but with ſted⸗ 
faſt eyes ſciod gazing each other in the face: but coniming 7 - 
gaine to their fozmer lenſes, Valle inc bzake ſtlence with this 

wauering (peach. 
What heauenlp wight art ther (queth hee) which with thy 
dautie haſt inſpired me: 

J am no Goddeſſe (replyed ſh& againe) but a WELNSOUED 
to kepe Diana ccmpanie, Du.cippa WY name: ay ay ionic 
tim in the Grecian, Cort, whilſt happy koztune ſnulde; but 
being crof? in loue, here doe J vow to lpend the remnant cf 
my dapes. And with that, hir cat chung che word aut of her 
mouth, {aids 

Dh von immoztall Gods: aud is my Dulcippa vet aliue: 
J, J, aliue J ſe ſhe is: 4 {@ that iwat celcſliail bromin in 
her face, which hath baniſhed da pe [c2row fen nip heart: 
and wit I) that kifging her, hir ald. By A, fail E of ail faires 
that Nature cuer made, J am thy bugs, thy Myappy 
Loue, the Pence of Greece, the Ex n true Senne, 
Who foz thy lcuelp ſake, Ent (he d dt ict, and {£2 thy lear, 
haue left the gallant Court, ſoz his cf and Hae ely Leeuntry 
life. With that, Mev feeke hum abort yrs manly neche, an 0 


bꝛeathed many a bitter gh info his Lotme ; and akter with 
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weeping teares, difcourſed all her paſed dangers, as well 
the crnelfie of the Empꝛeſſe, as of the vertuous deed of the 
god Dodoz. And hauing both recounted their paſſed fo2- 
tunes, they cor ented (diſauifed as they were) to trauell ta 
the Grecian Court to ſæ if the Deſtenies had transfoꝛmed the 
fate of the Emperour oz his regiment ; foz now no longer out- 
cries, noz heauie ſtratagems, o2 ſfo2rowtull thoughts (ought. 
to purſue them; but ſmiling foztune, gratious delights, and 
happy blefſings, Now Fortune neuer meant to turne her 
ihele anne, to troſle them with calamities, but intended 
with her hand to powꝛe into their hearts ople of laſting peace. 
Thus whilſt 4polloes beames did parch the tender twigs, theſe 
two Louers ſafe (till vnder the bꝛanches of a ſhadie Berch, re⸗ 
teumted ſtill their ropes and pleaſures: and ſifting both thus 
vpon a graſſy bancke, there came trauetling by them an aged 
old man: bearing in his withered hand a ſtaſte to ſtay his be⸗ 
nummed body : whoſe face when P2aince Vallencine beheld, 
1th a gentle voyte he ſpake vnfo him in this ſoꝛt. 

Father, God fave you : How happeneth that you weried 
vith age, doe trauell thzough the deſart G2ones, befifting 
ſuch as can withſtand the checkes of Foꝛtunes ficklenes? Come 
faire old man fit downe by vs: whoſe mindes of late were 
mangled with griefe, and croſt with wozldly cares. 

This god old Hermifte hearing the curfeons requeft of the 
Oꝛince, ſafe doivne by them, and in ſifting downe, he fumbled 
f v2th this ſpeech, 

I com? (young man) from yonder Citie, whereas the Em⸗ 
perdur holds a Heauy Court, and makes ercceding ſozrow 
e the wan* of his eldeff Banne, and fo2 a Lady which is 
like'piſe abſent: the Enpzede being found guiltp of their 
wants, is kept cloſe piiſoner, and is condemned to bee burnf, 
bnleſſe within atwelnemoneth and a dap, ſhe can get a Cham⸗ 
won that will enter Battaile in her cauſe: and with her, a 
Dcoꝛ al o ts adiud ged to ſuffer death. Great is the oꝛrow 
thal is there made koꝛ this noble Pꝛince, and none but com⸗ 
mends his vertue: and withall the deſerued pꝛaiſes of the abs 
ent Lady. 

Father (replyed then the Pꝛince) thou haſt told vs tydings 
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fal cf bitter truth, able to enfozco an iron haart to lement ; fog 
cue!1 is the dome, and moſt vnnatur all the Empercur, to deale 
ſchzroly with his Nneene, 

Nay (quoth the old man) if ſhe be guilty, J cannot pitty her, 
that will cauſe theruine of ſo god a Pꝛinte: foz higher powers 
mult giue example vnto their ſubieas. 

By Lady Father (quoth the Pꝛincely Shepheard) you can 
ell quege of matters touching Rings; and to be a witneſle of 
this accident, wee will pzeſenily goe vnto the Ccurt and ſæ 
What ſhall betide vnto this diſtreſſed Nucene. This being ſavy, 
they left the aged man, and lo trauailed towards the Gzecian 
Court : and by the way, theſe Louers did conſult, that Paince 
Valentine attired like a Shepheard, ſhould offer himſelfe to 
combat in his Pothers cauſe , and ſo to exp2eflle the kinde leue 
and nature which was lodged in his Pzincely bꝛeaſt. But be- 
ing no ſooner arriued in the Court, and ſeing his Father to take 
the combat vpon himſelfe, pꝛeſently he kneled downe, and like 
an obedient Senne, diſcouered himſelfe, and withall Dvicippas 
ſtrange foztunes: whereupon the Empzelle and the Deco; 
were pzeſently deliuered, and did-bothmoſt willingly conſent 
to ioyne theſe two Lcuers in the bands of ariage: where af- 
ter they ſpent their dayes in peace and happineſſe. 

This pleaſan t Diſcourſe be ing ended, which Sir Lancelot 
had told to the excerding pleaſute of the greateſt company, but 
eſpocially of the Red · role Knight, who gaue many kind thanks.

be next Bozning by the bꝛeake of 
day, the Red-roſc Knight role from his 
Cabbin, and went vpon the Yatches uf 
; 5 the Shippe , caſting his eyes rcund as 
bout, to ſee if hee could cſpie ſome 
=24 0 Lowne oz Cittis where they might 
take harbour: and in looking about hee 
eſpied a great ſpacious Cittie, in the 
middle whereof ſteod a molt ſumptuous 
Wallace, hauing many high Towers ſtanding in the ayze like 
he Gꝛetian Piramaices, the which he fuppoſed to be the Pallace 
of ſome great otentate: therefoze calling Sir Lancelot (with 
two other Knights) vnto him, hee requeſted them to goe vp in⸗ 
to the Citie, and to enquire of the Countrey, and who was the 
Gouernour thereof ; the which thing they pꝛomiſed to doe: fo 
irming themſelues, (as it was conuenient, being ſtrangers 
in that Country) they went vp into the Citie; where they were 
weſently pzeſented vnto Preſter Iohn, who (being alwayes li⸗ 
herall and ccurtedus vnto Strangers) gaue them a ropall in- 
tettainment, leading them vp into his Pallace: and hauing in⸗ 
telligence that they were Englich⸗ men, and aduenturous tra 
uailcurs, he ſent foure of his nights (02 the reſt of their com⸗ 
yany, deſiring them in the Knights behalfe, to returne to the 
Court, where they ſhould haue a friendly welcome, and a 
kmghtly entertainment. 

Thus when the Red-roſe Knight had vnderſtode the will of 
Prefter lohn, by His foure nights, the next euening with his 
whole company hee repaired to the Cittie, which was right 
Noble and fapze, and although it was night, yet were the 
Stretes as light as though it had beene mid⸗day, by the cleare 
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reſplendant b2ightneſe of Tozches, Creſſetts, and other 
Lights which the Citizens o2dained fs the intertaining of the 
Engliſh Knights, The Streets thꝛough which they paſſes to 
goe to the Kings Pallace, were ülled with people, as Burgo⸗ 
maſters, Unights, and Gentlemen with Ladies # beautifull 
Damoſels, which in comely oꝛder ſtwd-beholding their coming, 
But when the Red roſe Knight was entred the Pallace ; hee 
found the renowned preſter John ſifting vpon his P2incely 
Thꝛone, vnder⸗pꝛopt with pillers of Jaſper tone: who akter 
he had giuen them an honozable weltome, he tok the Red. cole 
Knight by the hand, and led him vp into a large and ſumpkiaus 
Hall, the richeſt that euer he had ſeene in all his life: But in 
going vp certaine ſtapzes her lyked in at a window, and 
eſpied fapre Anglitora the Kings daughter, ſpozting amongſt 
other Ladyes ; which was the fayzeſt mavde that euer moztall 
eye behelde, and A thinke that Nature her ſelfz coulv not 
frame her ike:but being entred the Hall, they foüd the Tables 
couered with coltly fare ready foꝛ ſuppor: when as the Engliſh 
Knights were ſet at the Kings Table in company of Pretec 
Tohn and Anglitora, with ofher Ladyes attending (hauing 
god ſtomaches ) they fedd luſtily; but Anglitora which was 
placed right ouer againſt the Red- roie Knight, fedde only vpon 
his beauty and pꝛincely behautour,not being able fo withd2aw 
her epes from his diuine ercellencie: but the rengemed 
Preſter John fo2 his part, ſpent away the ſupper time, with ma⸗ 
ny pleaſant conferences touching the countrey of Englend and 
King Arthurs pꝛincelp Court: the repozt of which fame, had ſo 
often ſounded in his cares. But amongit all other deuiſes, he 
told the Engliſh Knights ofa Tree of gold, which nsw grew in 
his Realme, and perely bꝛought f vꝛth gold? fruit, but he could 
not entop the benefit thereof, by reaſon of a cruell Dꝛagon that 
continually kept it: fo2 ths conqueſt of which golden tree, hee 
had many times folemn{y pꝛoclaimed thꝛough that part of the 
UWio21d,that i any Knight durſt attempt to conquer it, and by 
good foꝛtune bꝛing the aduenture to an end, he Hould haue in 
reward thereof his Daughter the faire Anglit ora in marriage: 
to which many Knights reſerted as well of fe2raine Cbun⸗ 
trers, as his dune Natfon ; but nene p;cued ſs fozttmate to 
ac, 
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accempliſh the wiſhed conqueſt, but loft their lines in the ſame 
aduentute: therefoze J fully beleeue, tf all the Anights in the 
woꝛld were aſſembled together, pet were they all vnſufficient 
to euercome that terrible Dꝛagon. 

TAlith that the Ked · role Knight with a bold courage ſtwd vp, 
and pꝛoteſted by the leue he boze vnto his countryes King, he 
would perfozme the enter pꝛiſe, oꝛ loſe his life in the attempt:ſo 
n this reſolution hee remained all ſupper time, which being 
ended, the Engizſh Knights were bzought into diuers chambers: 
tut among the reit, the Ked- rie Knight and Sir Launcelot 
Were lodged neere to the fayre Anglitora, fog there was nothing 
Letwict their Chambers, tut a little Gallery ; into which 
being come, and no ſa ner layd in their beds, but the Keu- roſe 
Knight began to conferre with Dir Launcelot in this man⸗ 
ner. 

Wi hat thinke you (quoth he) of the enterpꝛize J haue taken 
in hand; ze it not a dad of Hongur and rencwne 7 

Zureiy (replyed Sir Launcelzt ) in mi iudgement it is an 
enter pzize of death: oz euer p man in this ceuntrey adiudge- 
eth yeu duc rcom e and dell roped, if peu but once appꝛoach the 
ſight of the Dꝛagon therekeze bee atuiſed, and gee not to this 
perrilcus adueciture, tog peu can obtaine nothing thereby but 
ce pꝛoach and death: aud deubt lee they ate counted wile that 
al ſum the nuſuentures, and kepe themſslues from danger. 

Wut then (quoth the c-rofe Knight) ſhall J faliifie my 
pꝛomiſe; and che pꝛemiſe of a noble ininde cught ſtill to bee 
lent; thereloze, ere J will inkringe the Wow J haue made, 
A will be deucured by the terrible Sagen, and in ſpeaking 
chele woꝛds they tell all.epe. 

During which time v7 their conkerence, fapre Anglitora 
ſt od at their chamber dane and heard all that had paued ves 
twirt them, and was fs ſurpꝛized with the leue of this gentle 
Red-role Knight, that by no {feanes THE, cculb rel raine Her 
affections: and returning ts her chamber, calling her ſelke vp⸗ 
on her Beode thinking to haue Uept, but could not, ſhe began 
to a ecxetly to her ſelke, this ozrowfull lamentation. | 

Alas unt Eves, what tozment is this vcu haue put my 
heart unto 2 foz Jain not the woman that. J wat wont to be, 

fo 
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fo2 my heart is fiered with a lame ef amozous deſtros, and is 
ſubiect tothe Lone of this gallant tngliih-Kni gbt the beautie 
of the wozld, and the -glozy of Chꝛiſtendo:me. But fond fanle 
that J am, wherefoze doe I deſires the ching which may not be 
gotten, fo2 J greatly feare, that he is already betrothed to a 
Lady in his owne Cstint rey. And furthermoze his minde is 
garniſhed with Pꝛincely cogitations, that q may net entoy his 
Loue: and he thinketh no moꝛe of me, then on her that he neuer 
ſaw. But graunt that hee did ſet his afl eien bpon ine, pet 
were it to ſmall purpoſe; foꝛ he is reſolued to aduenture his life 
in the conqueſt of the Golden tree, where hee will Cone bee 
deuow3ed by the terrible D2agon. Ah, what a griefe x ſozrow 
will it be to my hoart,when J ſhalt heare of his vntimelp death 
foz hee is the choiſe of all Nature, the Parnce of Nobilitie,and 
the fawze of wozſhtp : foꝛ I haue heard him ſay, that hee had 
rather die hondurably in accompliſhing his Uow, then to re» 
turne with repzoach into England. IUhich happy country, if 
theſe eyes of mine might but once vehold, then were my ſoule 
poſſeſſed With terreſtriall iopes. Anglitora with theſe wozds 
fell aflepe,and ſo paſſed the night away till the dax came: who 
Ao ſencr with his bꝛight beames gliſte. ed againſt the Pallace 
walles, but the Red- roſe Knight aroſe from his bed, and armed 
himſelfe in great ccurage, ready foꝛ the aduenture: where af- 
fer hee had taken leaue of the King, and all the reſt of his 
Eng 11}, friends, he departed fo2th of the C itie towards the 
Golden tree, which ftwd in a low vally, ſome two miles from 
the Kings Pallace: 

This mozning was fay2 © and cleare, and not a tloud was 
ſene, the elements and the Sun taſt his reſple idant beames 
vpon the earth: at which time the Ladpes and Damoſels moũ⸗ 
ted vpon the higheſt Towers in the Pallace, and the comment 
people came vp to the battlements and walles of Churches, to 
behold the aduenture of this valiant Knight, who as then wet 
moſt topfully on his iournep, till he tame to the vaile ot the 
Golden fre, wherein being no {ner entred, but he behelde a 
moſt cruell ary terrible Dꝛagon come ſpꝛinging cut of his 

hollow Cane. This Deagon was farre mo2e bigger then a 
hozle; in length full thirtie fote, the which incontinently as 
{cone 
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as hee was out of his Caue, began to raiſe his necke, ſet 
vp his eares, and to ſtretch himſelfe, opened his th2oare, 
and caſting foꝛzth thereat molt menitrous burning flames 
of fire : Then the Red-roſe Knight dzew cut his god 
2020, and went towards him, Wwhercat the Pontter 
opened his terribls thzoat , whereout Ipꝛang thꝛie to ues, 
-aſting fco2th flaming fire in ſuch ſozt, that it had almoit burnt 
im. The firſt blowe that the Knight ſtrooke, hit the Dꝛagon 
vetwirt the two eyes lo furicuſly that hes ſtaggered: but bes 
17 recouered, and feeling himſelfe moſt grieuoiifiy hurt, her 
charged from his thzoat ſuch abundance of thicke inning 
11gake,that it blinded the Knight in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he law no⸗ 
hing; but yet not withſtanding her lifted vp his Swozd, and 
»:(charged it vpon the Dꝛagon where he inanined his head 
bas, and ſtrooke ſo furious a blow, that d cut ott his ther 
tongues cloſe by their rotes: by which the D2agon indured 
uch marueileus paine, that hee turned his body ſo ſodainely 
gund, that his fayle {mote the valtant Knight a mighty blew 
vp3n his backe, whereby hee fell downe vpon the Sands; be- 
ing thus onerth2owne , hee was in minde moſt matueylcuſiy 
hamed, but aſter q while, hauing recouered himſelfe, hes ran 

fo ) tl he Dꝛagon againe, and with his gad Swoꝛd ſmote ſuch a 
ternible blow vpon his taple, that it cut it oft in the middle: che 
wohrch peete was ſeuen fvte in length. The Dꝛagon thzeugh 
the great paine that he felt, came and inceimtred the Knight 
n ſuch a faſhion that he beate him downe to the ground, and af- 
ter ed guer him as though he had been dead: but the Knight 
tre his Sword, and vnderneath him thꝛuſt it vp to the 
Hilts ſo karre that it pierted his heart: which when the Dꝛa. 
gon felt as mitten to death, begen to runne away with the 
Sword ſticking in his belly, thinking to haue hidden himlelke 
in his Caue but his lite departed vefoze hes could get thither. 
Incontinentlp, when the Red role Knight had reſt himlelfe, 
and ſaw that the Tꝛigon was dead, he recomfozted himſelke, 
and went and dꝛew ont his Swoꝛd from his belly, whir) was 
all to be⸗ſtapned with his blacke bled ; and after te ke the 
Dazagons thꝛe Tongues and fucke them vpon his Sword; 
and likewiſe pulled a branch _ the golden Tre, _—_ hes 
boꝛe 
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boꝛe in his hand: aid ſo in triumph went towards the Cittie: 
and being come within the taht thereof, hee lifted vp the Gol» 
den bzanch into the ayze as high as he could, that it might gli⸗ 
ſter in the Sunne foꝛ the people to behold, ( which wood vyon 
high Turrets, expecting his comming, ) who perceiuing it, 
with great admiration began to wonder. Some there were 
that gathered greene Hearbes and Flowers, and ſtrewed the 
way whereas the Knight ſhould paſſe to goe to the Kings 
Pallace, ſaying : that all Yoncur cught to bee giuen to ſo no⸗ 
ble and gloꝛious a Conquerour. 

Faire Anglitora amongſt all other, was moſt ioydul, when 
the beheld the gliſtering bꝛig htneſte of the Colden bꝛanch, and 
commanded her Waighting-maydes to put on their richeſt 
atty:es, to ſolemnize the honour of that eccellent Ta cozy, 

And to conclude,he was met at t he Cie gate, with the niel- F 
lody of Paummes and Trumpets, and io conducted! to the 
Rings Pallace ; where he was right honozably cntertaynod of 
Preſter lohn and his Nobles. Surely there is no man lo el⸗ 
loquent, that can diſcourſe by warting the great wy that an- 
glitora tooke at his returne: and generally the whole Inhabi⸗ 
tants had thercat excœding pleathre, 

But now when the valiant Red-roſe Knight had entered 
the Ball, and had ſet the Golden bzanch vpon an Juoꝛy Cup, 
board richly furniHed with coſtly Plate, the Eng lh Knights 
and many other Ladyes began to daunce moſt iopfully, and to 
ſpend the time in delicious ſpoꝛts fill Supper was ready, and 
then the King aud the Red-roſe Knight was ſet: and with 
them, the noble and faire Anglitora, Launceiat du Lake and o- 
ther Engliſh Knights: where (all ſupper while) there was no 
ether conſcrence holden, but of the valiant enccunters of the 
Red-roſe Knight: who foꝛ his part did nothing but make ſecret 
loue ſignes to faire Anglitora. 

What (hall J make long circumſtances:? The Supper pal 
fed, and the houre came that the generall companp withdꝛew 
them into their Chambers, the R: d-ro'e Khioht as con⸗ 
ducted to his Lodging by many Noble men and cthera, which 
bꝛought the Golden bꝛanch after him, and o bequeathed him 


fo; that night to his ſilent reſt. But pʒeſently after the Nobles 
mens 
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mens departure, Anglitora entred into his Chamber, bearins 
in her hand a filuer Baſon full of warme perfumed Waters, 
the which ſhe had pzomded to walh the Dꝛagons blod from 
his body: which when the Red- role Knight perteiued, and 
thinking vpon the kind loue that ſhe pꝛoffered hun, put oft his 
Cloathes, and made himſelfe ready fo waſh, Faire Anglirora 
being attited in a white Frocke without faves, turned vp 
her Smocke abeue her elbowes, and ſo with her owne hands 
waſhed the body of the Red-roſe Knight. 

ut now when this gentle Watcheler beheld her icuely. 
Body, her faire 4 round Bzeaſts, the whiteneſſe cf her Flcſh, 
and that hee felt her Bands marueilous ſoft, hee was ſo much 
infiamed with the ardent deũre of leue, that in beholding her 
Beauty, he began to embzace her, and kiſſed her many times 
meſt courtiouſly: and ſo after, when he had been well waſted, 
X 4nglicora cauſed him to lie in his Bedde, beholding his well 
XZ fo:medlimbes, of colour faire and quicke, and could not turne 
her epes from his fight: Thus as they were beholding eneg 
other withcut. ſpeaking any wo2d, at laſt the noble Knight 
ſpalze to her in this manner, 

Molt deare Lady, you know that by this Conqreſt, J haue 
delerued to bee your. Hasbaud; and yru, though kind lc ue, to 
be my Mike; whereby J map ſap, that cu are mine, and 1 
am yours; and of sur two Bodies, there is tut one: Therefoze 
J require peu to ſeale bp the firſt quiffance of cur lcues, 
irhich is, that wer two foz this night, might Cope together: 
and ſo accompliſh the great pleaſure that I haue ſo long i iſhed 
foz. | 
Ah moſt Noble Bnight (anſwered the faire y ady) what in 
meer lyeth / that may bzing you the leaſt motion of center t ſhall 
with all willinaneſſe be perkoꝛmed: But yet J coniure pcu by 
the pꝛomiſe of tiue Rnight⸗ha d, that ycu will ſaue mine Yes 
nour, leſt J bee made a ſcandall to my Fathers gle2p. 

The re is no man in the woꝛld ( quoth he) that ſhall pꝛeſerue 
thine Honour moꝛe then J. What if peu ſleepe this night with 
me in bed, dee you any moꝛe then your duty, in that J am pour 
Eusband, and beſt beloued Friend. 

My deate loue(repiyed the _ there is no pleaſure which 
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J will deny pee: but foz this night, you ſhall haue pa, 
tience foꝛ J will neuer yeld vp the p2ide of my Uirginitee, 
tell my Father hath giuen me Mariage: and therefoze J de- 
ſ-e you, that to mo2row you will requeſt that faucur at his 
hands: which being graunted and perfo2zmed, then accompliſh 
pour content. 

When the Red-rofe Knight had vaderitod his Ladpes 
minde, hee like an Ponourable Gentleman, was co!1tent to 
oy he: requeſt, What ſhali J ſay moze 2 vut that the night 

2ew on to the wonter time of ſia pe, which cauſed thoſe two 
— (foz the time) to bzcake oft company. Mere llept the 
Red rote K ght till the next moꝛning: which at the bꝛeake of 

dap, Was p20 ented with a Con ſoꝛt of Muſtcke, which the King 
himſelfe bꝛought into his Chamber. Their melody ſo highly 
contented his minde, that he thzew them a Gold chaine, which 
was w2apped about his wilt: a gift plainely expzelling the 
bounty that beautified his pꝛincelp bzeaſt. The Muſicians be 
ing departed, hee aroſe from his rich Bed, and went vntethe 
Uing, whom he found as then walking in a pleaſant Garden: 
of whom he requi ed his Daughter Anglitora in marriage, in 
recompente of his aduenture. The which requeft lo diſpleaſed 
the King, that all his foꝛmer curteſies was erchanged into ſe⸗ 
daine ſoꝛrow, and weuld by no meanes conſent that anglitore 
ſhould bee his betrothed Spouſe; and anſwered: that firft hee 
weuld la ſe his Ringdome, befo2e ſher ſhould bee the wife of a 
wändzing night.

and it is tobe [uppoſed, that this might the fayze Anglitora 
tte all the richett Jewels which ſhe had, and truſted them 
in a faͤrdle, and ſg when it was a lifcle befoze day, the came 
vntsthe Red Roſe Knight and awaked him: who pzelentlp 
made him ready, and ſo departed ſecretly from his Chamber, 
fill they came to their Shippes: where th ey found ali the reit 
of the Eugliſn Knights ready to depart; So, when they were 
all a Board they hoyſted Saple, and departed from the Poꝛt. 

To whole happp tourney, we will now leaue them foꝛa time, 
and ſpeake of the diſcontents of Preſter lobn, who all that 

maht was er teeding loꝛrowfull loꝛ the vnkind anſwere, which 
he had giuen to the Red-RotcKnight, and ſo Belancholly that 
© could neither l&pe no2 reſt: but at the laſt hee concluded 
with himſelfe, that he would gor a conuey the Engliſh Knights 
t their departing) vnto their Ships; to the end that being 
mother countreys,they might applaud his courteſies ved to 
Strangers. 

Do in the mozning hee aroſe and went to the Chamber 
where the Red rote Kaighc was lodged, whom Hee kound

Angiitora ? To whom they anſwered, that they Had lrene her 
vpon the Shippe hatches in company of the Re4-roſe Knight, 
At which the Bing bitterly lamented, beating his Bꝛeſt, and 
tearing his milke⸗ white Hayze from his Head, vſing ſuch vis- 
lence againſt himiclce, that it greatiy grieued the beholder 

At that tune there was many of his Loꝛds aim 0 U 
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gentie perſwations, withdzew him from the Dea coalds to his 
Pallate: where he many dayes after, lamenicd the diſobedient 


flight of his Daughter.

N 2 4 | ning of the taycry Land: at which Sit Lance- 
9 [| VAN. lat take an occaſion to ſpeak vnto the Ree-roſe 
Y 124 ght, and put him in remenibzance how hee 
had pꝛomiſed Cæua to returne into her Ccun⸗ 
frey : vnto which hee anſwered, and ſaid : That he wculd kerpe 
pꝛomiſe, if the Deſtenies did affoꝛd him life. And thereupen 


commanded the Maſter Pilot to make thitherward: but the 
windes net being willing, rayſed ſuch a Tempeft en che Sca, 
that the Shippe was caſt a contrary way, and the Parriners 
by no means poſſible could appꝛoach the Fayery land. At which 
time, the noble Quene Czlia ſtwd by the ſea ſide vpon an high 
Nocke, beholding the Engliſh Ship as it paTed by, as her vſual 
manner was euerp day Tanding, crpecting her deare Loues 
returne, many times making this bitter lamentation to her 
ſelfe. 
Ah gentle Neptune, theu God of Seas and Windes, where 
is mp vefired Loue: bzing him againe vnto mee, that day and 
night wer peth foꝛ his company, Thus the cemplained at the 
ſame inſtant when her Louers Shippe ſapled by, foꝛ ſurely che 
knew it by the Banners and Enfignes which were diſplayed 
in the winde: but when the proze Lady perceiued the Ship to 
turne from her, ſhe was ſoꝛe abaſhed and diſmayed. In ſtead of 
top, the was fozced to weepe teares: and inſtead of ſinging, was 
conſtrained to make ſoꝛrowfull complaints. In this manner

great Lichts to be made on the ſhoze, thinking thereby to tall 
the Red - roſe Knigh:. vnto her.

to be bzought vnto her, whom the killed many times, foz the 
loue ſhe boze vnto his Father: and after beholding the little 
Infant, croſling her Armes, with a ſigh comming from the bot⸗ 
tome of her heart, ſhe ſayd : Alaſſe my deare Sonne, alaſſe thou 
canſt not ſpeake to demaund tydings of thy Father, which is 
the bzaueſt Knight, the molt verfucus, and the meſt vallant in 
Armes that God euer fozmed. Dh where is Nature (ſwert 
Babe) that ſhould enioyne the to wepe, and my ſelfe moꝛe 
then ther, foz the loſle of fo bzaye a Pzince ; whoſe face J ne- 
127 moꝛe hall ſe 2 Oh cruell and vnkind Foztune : my heart 
hath concluded, that J goe and caſt my ſelfe, headlong into the 
Sea, to the intent, that if the Noble Knight bee there buried, 
that J may lpe in the ſame Sepulchze oz Tombe with him: 
where tontrariwiſe, ik hee be not dead, that the ſame Sea that 
bꝛcucht him hither aliue, bꝛing me to him being dead. And 0 
conchude, befoze J commit this deſperate murther vpon my 
ſelbe, with my Bld J will wzite a Ketter, which (all ber 
ſewed to my Neſtments o2 Attpze, to the intent that if euer 
my body bee pꝛeſented to the Red roſe knight, that then this 
bl udp Letter may witneſſe the true loue that J boze him, tothe 
houre of my death. 

Many Ladyes and Damſels were in her company whiltt 
thus thee lamented her Knights ablence: who hearing of her 
deſperate intended death, made crcxding ſozrow. Some there 

ere that ſo mighfily grieued, that they could not ſpeake one 
wo2d : other ſome fhere were that ſouaht to perſwade her 
from her deſperate intent: but all in vaine. Foz ſhe pꝛeſently 
went from them and with her owne bl :d wait a Letter, and 
wꝛapping it ina Sear⸗cloth, and then ſolved it to the Tieſtures 


wherein ſhe was clothed ; then taking her Crowne, ſhee bound

from her head with 8 Ort "x chaine which the Red · roſe Knight 
befoze time had giuen hr. Then when thee had done all this, 
— came to her littie = me, and many times kiſſed him, and 
delmered hum to tie Lidpes and Damſels to bee nour iſhed: 

# ſo after takms teaus of them all, ſhe departed toward the ſea, 
whither being one, che went to the top of the high rock, where 
he began to Lake downe vpon the Sea, and after caſting her 
ſelte vpon the Carth, {king vp towards Heauen, ſhe layd. 

Chou God of my ; o2tunes, Lo2d of the Mindes e Seas: 
C5cu that bzvughtett into this country the right perfect Knight, 
iu beauty, manh und, and all vertues , graunt that when my 
ſcule hath made paiſage out of this woꝛld, my body may be in⸗ 
tombed in his be ſome: which words being ſayd, ſhe turned 
her eyes towards her Pallace, and ſpake with a high voyce: 
Adue my deare Labe, adue you gliſtring Towres, my royall 
Pallace: adue Ladyes and Damſels: and laſtip, adue to all the 
woꝛld, And in ſaying ſo, the caſt her lelfe into the Sea, x tber 
de perately dꝛowned her ſelte. 

But pet ſuch was her foztune, that the waues of the Ses 
boꝛe her dead body the lame day to the Engl ſh Knights Ship, 
which as then lay in a Koad where the y had caſt Anchoꝛ fozito 
reſt that night. and to be ſhoꝛt .it o happened at the lame houre 
when her dead Wodp was call —_— the Shipp. „the Ned-rote 
Knight went vß the Watches to take the freſh ayze: where 
(Iulung about he pred the dead Lady richly attpꝛed in cloth 
f Gold, that goꝛgiouſiy ſt one in the Mater, the Which he pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlycauico to be taken vp and bought into the Ship: where 
Icking wichle vron her, he kn -W her perfectly weil: and alter 
ſta ping tokibe hor pate Lipper? hee found the bloudy Letter 
which hee had compiled, U zapt in Seare⸗cloth: ſo, faking it 

and reading tt e contents ther ef, Hts Blvd began to change, 
and to war reode lake the Role, and pꝛeſentip againe as pale as 
alhes. Whereat Sir Launcciar and the other Unights were 
nn abaſhed, but cipt ertatly Anglitora, v 90 demaumded the 
cauſe of his artefe 2 {hereunto the Rc der: 1c Knight was 
not able to anſwere i WO2D, the {o2row of his hea rt ſo ercieded: 
pet not withitandinghe vcliu-redthe blodyletterto Anglitor:e,

eatly lamented her vnha ppy death:  withall,requeſtey 
the Red - roſe Ku ght, in that ſhe dped foꝛ his ſake, to beare her 
Wody ints England, and there moſt honourably intombe it: to 
which he molt willingly conſented, Do cauſing her body to be 
inbalmed, they hoyſted ſaple, and departed towards England: 
into which Country, they within foure moneths ſafely ariued, 
At whole comming,theJ nhabitants and dwellers,greatly re- 
ioyced, hut chiefely the Red-roſe Knight and his company, who 
at their firſt a riuall, nteeled downe vpon the Earth, and gaue 
God thankes fo2 pꝛeſeruing them from ſc many dangers and 
perils, to theit high renowne, and triumphant victozves, 
After this,they intombed the body of Czlia moſt honourably 
as befitted a P2tirceſſe of her calling. This being done, they de⸗ 
parted towards Pendragon Caſtle, ſtanding in Wallet, where 
as then King arthur kept his royall Ccurt : where being ari⸗ 
ued, they found the Ring, and many other Nobles in areadines 
to giue them a P21ncely welcome: among it whom was faire 
Angeliica the aun of Lincolne, mother to the Red roſe Knight; 
pet kept in ſo ſecret a manner, that neither he, noꝛ ſhe, had any 
ſuſpition thereof, but ſpake one fo another as mere ſtrangers, 
The diſtouerp of whom, diſcourſed at large in the ſtcanp 
part of this Hiſtoꝛie: as like wiſe the ſtrange foztune of Cz!jas 
little Sonne, which the Ladyes in the Faycric land called by 
the name of the Fayeric Knight; and by what meanes he came 
fo be called the Worlds Tryumph: with many other ſtrang 
accidents, xc. But now (toronclude this firſt part) the Red- 
roſe Knizht and the faire Angiitora were ſolemnel maried to- 
gether, and lived long time in King Arthurs Court in great 


Lap, and tranquilifie, and peace.

F land (being one of the nine Moꝛthies of the 

Moꝛld) had by twelue ſeuerall ſet Battatles, 

M conquered the third part of the Earth; and

all aduentures, in his olde dapes betocke

Seauen 
veares continued quiet thoughts in his bꝛeaſt: ſeauen peares 
neuer heard he the ſou n d ok delightfull Dꝛums; noꝛ in ſeuen 
ycare3 beheld hee his thꝛite wozthy Knights of the Round 
Table, flouriſhing in his Court: by which meanes his Pal⸗ 
late grew disfurniſhed of thoſe Martiall troupes, that dzew 
commendations from all fozraigne Ringdomes. In this 
time, moſt of thoſe renowned Champions, had yelded their 
liues to the conquzring Trranny of pale Death, and in the bows 
els of the Earth lap lleeping their eternall lleepes, the ropal1

Ning him ſelfe laden with the hondur of many peeres; and has 
zung now (accozdingtonature)the burthen of death lying heas 
uie vpon his ſheulders: and the roke likted vp to diuide his 
body from his ſcule, he called befoze him all the chiefen of his 
Court ; buf eſpectaily his own Queene, the Kcd-role Knight, 
and his Lady Anglitora, with the faite Angellica, the unne 
of Lincolve, whom hee had ſo many peeres lecretly loued: and 
being at the poynt to bid a wofuil farewell to the wozld, with 
- cxnntenance as Paieſtical as Ang Priam of Troy, he ſpake as 
followeth. 

Firſt, to thee my loued Queene, muſt J utter the ſecrets 
of m 7 perp ſoule, and what wanton elcapes J haue made from 
my nuptiall Bedde, oftherwr'e cannot this my labouring life, 
depart from my fading body in quiet: Long haue J liued in the 
delightlult ünne of Adulterie, and po luted our mariage Wed 
with that vile pleaſure: pardon J beieech thee and with that 
foꝛgiueneſſe (u hich 3 hope will p2oczed from thy gentle heart) 
wath away this long bꝛed call the Celectall powers haue 
grauated me rem lion. Then turning to An,cuica the 
Nunne of Lincoine, hee aid. 

Oh thou my pouths delight; thou whoſe loue hath berea⸗ 
ued my Mucene of much mattage pleaſure: thou, and but one⸗ 
iy thou, haue F offended withall ; therefoze diuine Angellica, 
fo2gine me: Alike a rauiſher ſpotted thy Urginifte, Jtropt 
thy ſweet budde of Thaſtitie; wild flatterp won thy heart, 
and ledde thee from thy Fathers houſe (that ga d Earle of 
London) to feevemy wanton deres: by thee had J a Sonne, 
of won both thou nnd J, take glozy of : fog in His woz- 
thrnefe remaine the trus Image of a Partialiſt; and this re⸗ 
nowned knight of the Red-roſc,its he: Me liues: the fruit 
of out wan on plea utes, bone at Tincoine, and there by a 
Shepherd b2cught vp, few knowing (till now) his true Pa⸗ 

ents, atugile not deere Sonne: thinke not amiſſe ſweete 
Qveene: fozthoump louelp Angelica: Be not diſnapde pou 
hongura le States. heere attending my dying houre:foz as Y 
hope pꝛeſentiꝑ fo enter into Elizinm Paradiſe, and weare the 
Crowne of diſertfull Glozy, J haue revecled the long ſecrets 
of my heart, and truely bꝛought to light thoſe things, that the 
darke⸗ 
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narkn2Te of obliuion hath couered. Now the Mother knows 
her Sonne, the Donne the Bother. Now may this valiant 
2311:39t boaſt of his Pedegree, and a quiet content ſatioũe all 
eur doubts, Thus haue J ſpoke my minde,z thus quieted , my 
ſgule bids the wozld farwell. Adue faire Queene, adue dere ſon, 
farivell lonely Angellica ; Lo2ds and Ladyes adue vnto you all: 
von haue ſeene my life, ſo now behold my death: as Kings doe 
1112, fo Aings mult die. Theſe were the laſt of Kings Archurs 
196275 : And being dead, his death not halfe ſo amazed the ſtan⸗ 
ders by, as the ſtrange ſpeches at his liues farwell. 

The Nugne m a raging ielouſe fretted at her Marriage 
1v20ngs, pꝛoteſting in heart, to be reuenged vpon the Nunne of 
_MTCOINC » | Tha. 

The Nunne of Lincolne, ſeerng her wantonneſſe diſcouered, 
ke moze griefe thereat, then top in the finding of her long loſt 
Don; ſuppoſing now, that (the King being gone) the ſhould be 
made a ſcandall to the wozld. 

The Red-roſe Knight, knowing himſelte to be begot in wan⸗ 
tonneſſe, and bozne a Baſtard, twke ſmall top in the knowledge 
of his Pother. 

Anglitora (Tom a Lincolnes Wife) erceded all the reſt in 
ſoꝛrow, . bitterly ſobbing to her ſelle, and in heart making great 
lamentation, in that che had fozſaken Fathet, Mother, Friends, 
Acquaintance, and Countrep, all foz the lone of a Baſtard, bzed 
inthe wombe of a ſhameleſſe Strumpet: therefozethe purpoſed 
to giue him the flip ; and with her owne Sonne (a. young gal- 
lant Knight, named the Blacke Knight, in courage like his Fas 
ther) to trauaile towards the kingdome of Preſter Iohv, where 
ſhe firit bzeathed lite, and her Father reigned. 

Xa this melancholv humour ſpent they many dapes, trou⸗ 
bling their bzaines with diners imaginations. The Court, 
wc befoze rung with Delights, and flouriſhed in gallant 
ſozt, now thund2zed with Complaints; euetp one diſliking 
his owne eſtate: Diſcontent as ap2oud Commaunder go- 
uerned ouer them, and their Attendants were idle Fancies, 
and diſguiet Thonghts ; and fo ſpeake troth, ſuch a confuſed 
Court was ſeldome ſane in the Land; foz no ſooner was 
kings Ajthurs Funerall ſolemnized, but the whole troupes 
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of 1020s, Knights and Gentlemen, Ladpes, and ofhere, were 
(like to a ſplitted Shippe tozne by the Tempeſt of the Dea) (c - 
uercd, euery one departed whither his Fancie beit plcaled, 

The Red-rofe knight conducted, his Pother Angeilica ts a 
Cloyſter in Lincolne;whtch place ſhe had ſs often polluted with 
her ſhame, there to ſpend the remnant of her like in repentance; 
and with her true 4 4neritations, to waſh awap her blaeke 
ſpottes of inne, that ſo grienouſip ſtapneth her Scule: and 
from a pure Airgine, made her ſolfe a deſclute Stiumpet. 

Likewiſe, King Arthurs widdowed Queenc, like fo ireful! 
Hecuba, oz the icaldus Ino, kept her Chamber {v2 many 
dayes, pondering in her nunde what revenge thee might take 
vpen Angellica her Husbands late fauozite. 

On the other fide Anglitora Lady and Wife to the Red. 
role Knight, with her Sonne the Blacke Knight, made pzc- 
won fo2 their departure towards the Land of Preſter lohn, 
where cher was bone: lo pon antcht when. neither Cone 
ne2 Stariaht appeared, they ſccrothy departed the Csurt, 
onelp cctended on by a Negar oz Black-mote ; à Slaue fit- 
ting to pꝛotude them neceſſaties, and to carry their Apparell 
and Jewels after them; whereof they had abcundant ſtoze : 
The Blacke Knight her Sonne, (ſo called rather by ficrce 
courage; then this blacke conipfexion) was all gered with the 
ardent deũte that hee had to ſer his Graundſite Preſter Iobp: 
therefoꝛe without taking leaue of his Father (being then ab- 
ſent in the company of his lealode Graunde mother) with a no⸗ 
ble ſpirit conducted his mother to the Dea ſide, where a ſhix pe 
was ready then to hoyſt Sayle, where of the Pilots they were 
nc willingly receiued fo2 Paſſengers, And in this manner 
de parted they the Land, the Blacke Knight woe en his Hel- 
met foz a Scutchon, a blacke Kauen feeding en deab mens 
ficſh ; his Capariſons were all of blacke veluet imbꝛodered, 
which meſt liuely flaured ſozth the blacke furte lodged in 
bis Piintelp bo ſceme. Anglitora his Mother, had the at- 
tyꝛe of an Amazon, made all of the beſt Arabian ſilke, to⸗ 
loured like the changeable hue of the Natnc⸗belo: abut her 


necke hing a Jewell of a weunderkull value, which was a Di⸗ 
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1 Sauter : betonening a doubt that ſheehad of her nights 
oyaltie. The llauiſh Moore that attended them, went all na⸗ 
ned, except a ſhaddow of greene Vatfata which couered his pꝛi⸗ 
ne parts: vpon his fate a Boziſcho Shoe, which is nothing 

ta Sdale made of an Alles hide, bucklde with ſmall Wea⸗ 
chers to his inſteps vpon his Head hee woze a Wzeath of Cys 
bes guilded with pure gold, and a Plate of Bzale about his 
ecke tloſe locked, with the woed bond. ſlaue ingrauen about if, 
zn this manner palled they the Seas, and was by theſe range 
habites wondꝛed at in all Countries where they came: in which 
frau?ls wee will leaue them fog a time, and ſpeake of other 
things pertinent to our Stoꝛp. |

departure from England, and of his ſorrowfull lamentations 


for the vakindnefle of his Lady. 


xa Het Tom a Lincolne (the Red - roſe 
2 Knight) had ſpent ſome two months 
| in the company of his Pother at Lin- 
8 colnc, giuing her as much comfozt 
Das a Sonne might, bee left her very 
eg penitent fo2 her lines anne, and retur⸗ 
ned to the Court, where hee left both 
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bis Wife and her Sonne, the Blacks 


Knight, thinking at his arinall , to 
linde ſo toyfull a welcome, and ſo courtious an intertaine⸗ 
ment, that all the blacke cloudes of Diſcontent might ber 
blowne euer vy their happy meeting; but as ill chaunce had 
allotted ali things fell out contrary to his erpecation ; foꝛ 
hee neither found Wife, Childe, Seruant, noz any one to make 
him anſwere: His Plate and Treaſure was demintſhed, his 
houle-hold Furniture, imbellelled, and by Thcrues violent⸗ 
ly carryed away, her had not ſo much as one Sterd left in his 
Stable, foꝛ them the Qncene had ſeazed on fog her vle: and furs 
tbermoze (by her commandement) a Decræ was made, that 
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whotnſocuer in all the Land ſhewed hun any duty, oz gue 
him but homely reuerence, ſhould loſe their heads, foꝛ ſhe hay 
intitled him, The baſe borne feed of Luſt, a Strumpets bear, 
and the common ſhame of the dead King. This was the 
malice of King Arthurs widow: and aſſutedty Qumne juno 
neuer thuſted moe fo the confuſton of Hercules then ſher did 
fo Tom a Lincolns overthzow ; But pet this griefe (being 
calf from a pꝛinteue fauour, to a vulgar diſgrace) was but a 
pleafure, to the ſozrow he tozke foz the miſſe of his Lady and 
Donne: No nelwes could hee heare of them, but that they 
were fied from the furte of the angry Aucene: which was but 
a vaine imagination laid vpon the enmous time: but farre o⸗ 
therwiſe did nuſchiefe ſet in her fote, the doting minde of his 
Lady Anglitora intended to a further rcach, which was to aban⸗ 
don his pzcſence foz euer, and to thinke him as ominous to 
her ſight, as the killing Cockatrice. The effect of this his 
Wines ſodaine diftike; ſhee had canſed (befo2ehet departure) to 
be carued in ſtone oner the Chimny of his lodging, how that 
She deſerued damnation to leaue Father, riends,and Countr ice 
tox the diſloyall loue of a Baſtard. 

Df all griefes to him this was the very ſpꝛing, the rote, 
the deapth, the hight: which when hee had read, hee fell into a 
ſounde, and had it not biene foz two Pages that attended 
him, he had neuer retouered: in this agony the vaines of his 
baeaſt ſpzung out into blood, and all the partes of his body 
ſwate with griefe: downe fell Hee then vpon his knees, and 
immediatly pulled the King from his finger which thee had 
ginen hum when they were firft bethzothed, and waſh't it with 
his tcarcs; kiſſing it a hundꝛed times: All that cuer hee had 
from her did hee waſh in the blod' that trickled frem his boy - 
ſome and after beund them in a Cypzeſſe to his left fide, di⸗ 
rectly where his heart lap, pꝛoteſting by that God that crea- 
ted hum, and was the guide of all his paſſed feztuncs, neuer 
to take them thence, till either hee found wis Lady, o2 ended his 
life. Ye likewiſe made a ſolemne vow to Heauen, ncuer to 
cut his Maire, neuer to come in Bedde, neuer to weare Sha, 
ncuer to taſte Fed, tut cnely Bead and Mater, no2 neuet 
co tatze pleaſure in humanitie, till he had caſed his griefe in the 
7 pꝛeſen te 
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pzeſence of his diereſt Anglitora, and that her love were teton⸗ 
ciled to him. 

Being thus ſtrangely reſolued, h& diſcharged his Ser- 
ants and Pages, gunng them all the wealth that he had, and 
clad himſelfe in tand ſheeps ſkins, made cloſe vnto his Body, 
ivhereby hee ſeemed racyer a naked Wilde man bzedde in the 
Al ildern elle, then a ſencible creature bzought vp by ciuill con⸗ 
uerſation. Thus bare foted, and bare legged, with an Juozy 
State in his hand, hee ſet fozward to ſceke his vnkind Mike, 
and vnnaturall Sonne: giuing this wofull farewell to his na⸗ 
tine Countrer. 

Oh you celeftall Powers (quoth he) wherefoꝛe am J pu⸗ 
niſhed foz my Parents offences 2 Why is their ſecret ſinnes, 
made my publike miſerie 2 What haueJ miſ-done, that my 
ZA ife reſiſteth me, and like adiſcourteous Ladp fozſakes mee, 
making her abſente my pzeſent calamitie. 

Dh thou gratious Qucene of Leue, J haue beene as loyall 
# ſciuant in thy pleaſures, as euer was Hero to her Leander, 
c3 bryamus to his Thisbie : Then what madding furie, like 
2 cruel commander, hath fen poſſeſſion of my Anglito- 
ras heart, and placed infertia.. .@nditions,- whereas the pure 
bertues of modeſt behamcur had wont to bes harboured 2 Af | 
cannot bee otherwiſe, but the enraged Quene with her vn⸗ 
quenchable Enuic, hath dꝛiuen her hence; and not only of 
ane heart made two, but of two ſckes to make nene; which 
ts, by vnfimely death, to wozke both cur confuſions: theres 
foze pzoud Queene, far. oell: let all the furies haunt thee, 
and may thy Ccurt ſœme as hatcfull to thy ſight, as the toz⸗ 
ments of Yell fire fo a guilty Conſcience, Ungratefull 
England Itkewiſe adue fo the, foz all the hencurs J haue 
b:ought into thy bounds, and with the ſpoylcs of fozrargne 
Tcuntries, made ther the oncly Pzince of Kingdemes : pet 
theu repapeſt me with di:grace , and load ſt me with 4 
contempt, then my neuer cenquered Peart can indure: ſo ki 
ling the greund with his warme [ip pes, that had ſo long fo- 
ſtered him, and with many a bitter tcare, and deepe ſobbe, like 
a Pilgrime, (as J ſaid befoze) hœ to ke leaue of his natiue 
Tountrep, and ſo went to the Sea fide; where hee heard ol his 
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Wife and his Sonnes departure, after whom(as ſœne as the 
Wind conueniently ſerned) he take thipbo2b : Where wee 
will now likewiſe lea ue him to his foꝛtune vpon the Sea, and 
ſpeake of the pꝛofeued malice the Qurne pꝛoſecuted againſt 
Angellica, the mother of the Red-roic Knight.

no better then the cold earth: her leepes were few, but her com⸗ 
fozts Icffe ; her continual exerciſe, was with a Needle to wozke 
in ſilke vpon the Hangings. of her Chamber, how ſher was fitft 
woed, then won to King 4Arthurs plcalures, in what manner 
their meetings were, their wanton daliances, his tmbzaces, 
her ſmiles: his Peincelp gifts, her courteous acceptance ; 
and laſtly, the birth of her thzice wozthy Sonne, his bꝛinging 
bp,his honours inthe Court, and his ſtrange diſcouerie: all 
which ſhee had w2oaght, as an Aras wozke, with glke of di⸗ 
ners collours, in a pecce of the pureſt Holland cloath. In doing 
this, twiſe had the golden Sunne runne his circu ne ence a⸗ 
bout the wozld, twiſe had the pleaſant Spzing beautified the 
Earth with her chang able mantles, twiſe had nipping Winter 
made the Fields barren, and the Mods leafeleſis ; and twiſc 
had the yeereſhewed himſelfe to all mankind ; in which tune of 
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vile fwelue moneths, euery day made cher a ſozrowfull come 
plauit foz the wzacke of Yonour, and her Uirginifies lee, 
which ſo willingly ſhe ſurrendzed ; in this time, ſo greatly had 
\32r6\ and griefe changed her, that her eyes (which had wont 
uc twinckling Diamonds to gius light ts all affentons) were

a that day ſheuld bee her lues end, and her foꝛtunes period: 
which ſhe meſt willingly accepted of, and te Ke moze iop therc⸗ 
1t, then to be inuited to a Paincely Bangin: t. 

Be not diſmapde (ſaid the Betjenger) fez yeu hall haue as 
honourabie a death as euer had Lady 3: ſeauen (cucrall Inſiru⸗ 
ments ok death ſhall be pꝛeſente) to you foꝛ a chepſe, and your 
nne tongue ſhall giue ſentence whith of them you will die by: 
vhercupon this Meſſenger ſet this ſozrewlull Lady at arcund 
able, directly in the middle of a very large ra me, (whercints 
he had led her, hung all about with backe; where being placed 
as to a Banquet, o2 ſome ſolemne Dinner of State, there en⸗ 
fred ſeauen Seruitours in dilgutſed ſhapes like unte Purthe⸗ 
rers, with ſeauen leuerall deadly ſeruices in Diſhes of luer 
Plate: The firſt, bꝛeught in Fire burning in a Diſt, if ſhee 
weuld, to tonſiune her body to aſhes: The ſecend bzcught in a 
Diſh, a twiſted Ccard, to ſtrangle her to death: The third, a 
Dich ſull of deadly Poycon, to burſt her body withall = 
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fourth, a ſharpe edg d Ray3oz 92 Knife, to cut her thꝛoat: The 
afth, an Jron wzacke to teare her body into (mall pæces: The 
fixth, a Diſh full of liue Snakes, to ting her to death: And the 
ſeuenth an impoyſoned Garment, being wozne, that will cons 
tune both flech and blood. Theſe ſeauen deathfull Seruitours 
hauing ſet downe their Dilhes (the leaſt whereof bzings pze- 
lent death) ſhe was commanded by the fgefſenger, which of 
them ſhe thould choſe to die withall,and to make ſpedy choyce: 
foʒ he wasſwozne to the Qucene (on whom he attended) to ſe 
if that day accompliſhed. At theſe his woꝛds, cher fell pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly vpon her knees, aud with a courage readier to peeld to deaths 
furie, then to the mercie of the liuing Qucnc, laid as foll- 
loweth. | 

Dh thou guider of this earthly Globe, thou that gaueſt 
my weake nature ouer to a wanton life, and from a Urain 
chaſt, haſt made me an infamous Strumpet:thou that ſtfferedſt 
onlyaKing in aieſtie to pzeuatle againſt mee, and with the 
power of greatneſſe wonne mee to lewdneſſe ; fo2 which J am 
now domed boa pzeſent death, and fozced by violence, to bidde 
this tempted woꝛld atue; Jnſpire mee with that happy choyce 
of death, as my Soule map haue an eaſie paſſage from my body, 
Firſt, to dye vy Fire, to an earthly imagination ſmes terrible, 
and farre different from nature: ſecondly, to die with ſtrang⸗ 
ling coꝛd were baſe, and moꝛe fitting foꝛ robbers, thæues, and 
malefadoꝛs: thirdlp, to die by deadly poyſon, were a death fez 
Beaſts and woꝛmes, that feeds vpon the boſome of the Earth : 
fourthly, to die by cutting knives and ſicuig razo2s, were a 
death foꝛ cattle,fowles, and fiſhes that dies foz the vie of man: 
fitly by an iron wꝛacke to end my life, were a barbarcus death, 
and againſt mans nature:but ſeuenthly, to die a lingring death, 
which is a life conſuming by wearing of unpoyfoned garments, 
(where repentance may ſtill bee in company) will J che : 
therefoze ſweet Mellenger of my death doe thy office, attyze 
me in theſe robes ; and the manner of my death A beſech the 
make knowne vnto the Quckne: tell her (J pzay the) J fo: 
giue her; and may my death ber a quiet vnto her ſoule, fo2 my 
life is to her eares as the fatall ſound of night Kauens, oz the 
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glaine woꝛld, now muſt J leaue thy flattering intiſements, 
and in ſtead of thy pompe and glozy, mult ſhoztly treade the 
dolefull march of pale death: and this body that hath bene 
ſ pleaſing fo a4 Pzinces eye, mult bee ſyrrendzed vp foz 
wozmes to fed vpon, any other wozds would he haue ſpo- 
zen, but that the commaunding Peſlenger (being tyed to an 
houre) cauſed her to put on the impoyſoned Roa bes which no 
\.oner came to the warmth of her body, but the god Lady af 
ter a few bitter ſighes, and dzeadfull gaſpes pelded vp the 
ghoſt, being (thzough the ertremitie of the infectious Gar- 
ment) made like vnto an Anatomie; which they wzapped in 
Scare cloth, x the next day gaue her buriall accozding to her 
eſtate and ſo returned to the inraged Mueene, keeping then 
her Court at Pendragon taſtle in Wales, into whole pꝛeſence 
was no (ener the Meſſenger come, but the angry Queene 
beyond all meaſure being deſtrous to heare of Lady Angel- 
eis death, in 4 rage ran and claſped him about the middle, 
ſaping. | 

Speake Meſſenger ſpeake, is the vile (frumpet dead? Js 
the ſhame of womankind toztured: Js my hearts griefe by 
her death baniſhed my boſome 2 ſpeake foz J am ouermats 
ſtred with doubts. | 

Holt gracious Qusene (quoth the Beſſenger) reſolue 
your ſelfe of her death, foz the cold earth hath incloſed vp her 
body: but ſo pattently toke thee her death, that well might 
it haue mvued a Zygers heart to remozſe; fo2 in troth, my 
heart relented at theinanner of her death, Neuer went Lambe 
moze gently to the (laughter, no2z neuer Turtledoue was 
mozꝛemeke, then this wolull Lady was at the meCxge of her 
death: fo2 the Elements did ſeemme to mourne, cloſing their 
night beauties vp to blacke and ſable Curtaines; and the 
very ftintie walles (as it were) ſweate. at the agonie of her 
death, ſo gentle, meeke and humbly take thee her death; com- 
mending her ſelfe vnto your maieſtie, wiſhing that her death, 
might be pour ſoules contentment. 

And could thee bee ſo patient (quoth the Quene) that euen 
in death would wich happineſſe to the cauſers thereof? fare- 
well thou miracle of womankind, J haue been to the a ſa⸗ 
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nage Lionneſſe : J was blinded at the repoꝛt of thy wantcy, 
nelle, elſe hadſt thou bern now aliue: all my cruclneſſs againſt 
the, J now deeply repent, and foz thy deare hearts bla d by 
me ſo rathly ſpilt, ſhall bee ſatiſſied with the liues of many 
foules. Yercupon, ſhee in a furie commanded the Pellengers 
head to bee ſtricken off, and ſeuen Sermteurs to bee hanged 
null at the Court Gate, and afterward cauſed their limbes to 
be ſet vpon high Þwles by the Common high wayes ſide, as 
an example of her indignation. 

Neuer after this houre (ſuch is the remozſe of a guiltic 
conſcience) cculd ſhee lleepe in quiet, but ſtrange viſions cf 
this Lady (as ſhee theught) ſeemed to appeare to her: the 
leaſt noiſe hat ſhe heard whiſpering in the ſilence of the night, 
did ſhe imagine to bee ſome Furie to dꝛagge her fo Hell, fo:

uen ſatiſtaq on by death foz the rame of ſo ſwet a Ladyes 
life, no feod could doe her god, no ler ve guict Her bꝛaine, no 
plea ure content her minde, but De:parre with a tertibte 
countenance, did cuermoze attend Her, willing her ſemctune 
to thꝛowe her (clic head⸗long frem the top of a Tower, ſc4::c- 
time by poyſon to end her dapes, ſometime by dꝛowning, 
lometime by hanging, ſometime by one thing, ſometune by a/ 
nother: but at laſt in the middle of the night, hauing Her Heart 
der pely oucrmaiſtred by diſpaire, ſhee take a Sirdle of pure 
Arabian Silke, which Girdle ſhee fut woze on her Pꝛincelp 
Nuptiall dap when King Arthur marryed her: this fatall 
Girdle ſhee made a riding knot of, and therewithall vpon her 
Bed poſt thee hanged her ſefle. Thus blad (you ler) being 
guiltleſſe ſhed, is quitted againe with bleed, 

The Queene being dead, was not ſo much pittied of the 
people, as the goed Lady Angellica, little lamentat on was 
made fo2 her death; fo2 encry ene expected the like vntimely 
cube : but accozding to the alcadacance of Subiecs her 


Poblemen gaue hera Paincely Funcrall, and let crier her an

| Trees and F11it, yet were there no Inhabi⸗ 
— tants to finde, but onelp an old Caſtle built of 
+linc ſtones, che Turrets whereof were made like the Gre⸗ 
aan Pirancdes, ſquare and very high: At this Caſtle gate 
they knocked ſo boldly (each one careleſle of all accidents 
that might vappen) as it rung into the Chamber were the 
Knight of the Caſtle lay: who immediatly ſent a very low 
ſtatur d Dwarf e to ſ who knocked, and if they were (trans 
gers, to direct them vp into his Chamber to takeſuch kinde 
courteſies as the Caſtle aſfoꝛded: foꝛ indeed hee was a Knight 
of a bountifull condition, 4 full of liberalitie. The Dwarffe 
no ſwner comming ts the Gate, and eſpying people in ſuch 
itrange diſguiſed attyzes, neuer hatung ſeene the like befozc, 
without ſpeaking one wo2d, ran amazedly vp to his Paſter, 
certifting him, tha! a kinde of people of an vnknowne nation 
was artiued, and that they ſ&med rather Angels (in ſhape) 
then any earthly creatures. 
The Knight of the Caſtle heari g this, tame downe and 
met them in a large ſquare Court paued with marble fone, 
- KR 2 where 
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where hee kindly gaue them entertainement, pzomifing them 
bo th lodging and other needfull things they were deſtiti te of. 

Thethze Trauellers accepted of his courtefiee, and being 
long befo2e weather-beaten on the Seas, thought themſclues 
[rom adeepe dungeon of calamities lifted to the foppe ct all 
pleaſures and pꝛoſperitie; thus from this paued Court the 
Unight led them vp tohis owne Chamber, wherein was a 
fire made of Jimiper wad & Frankinſence, which ſmelled ve- 
Iv twete : the walles were hung abont with rich Tapeſtrie, 
whereon was watt the fio2y of iroyes deſttudion, the Crea⸗ 
tion of mankind,and the fearekull delcriptien of the latter day 
o! Dome: likewiſe hung vpon the ſard wales, Inſtruments 
of all loꝛts of mucke, with ſuch varietie of other pleaſures, 
as they had neuer ſwine the like. 

Now while theſe weary ZTraucllers take pleaſure in be⸗ 
holving theſe things, the god night cauſed his Dirarfte 
(which was all the ſeruants that hee kept) to couer the Table, 
made of Cypzeſſe wed, with a fine Damacke table-cloth, and 
fhercon [ct ſuch dellicates as his caſtle affozded; which was a 
giece of a wild Eoꝛe, roſted the ſame mo2ning, with diners o⸗ 
ther ſeruices of Fowles, whereof the Countrey had plentie: 
Their bꝛead was made of the Almonds mired with Scales 
milke (fo2 no cozne grew in this ſoyle) their Dꝛinke, of the 
wilde grape, likewiſe mingled with Goates milke; which is 
in mp minde, accounted reſtoꝛatiue: to this Banquet were the 
Trauellers placed, where hauing god ſtomacke s, they quucks 
iy ſatiſued hunger, x after began to chat of their adnentures 
what danger they indured by ſea, & how luckilp they arriued 
in that Countrep, gtuing the courtecus night great thanks 
fo2 his kindneſſe. 

On the other ide, when the Banquet was ended,cuery ene 
riſing from the table, he ta ke an Orp hirian that hung by, and 
caured his Dwarffe to daumce after the ſcund thereof: the 
rings whereof hee himſelfe ſtrayned with ſuch curioſitie, that 
it mcued much delight, eſpeciallp the Lady 4nglicor:, Whole 
t pes and carcs were as attentiue to the Pelodp, as Helleas 
were to the inchaunting Puſtcke of the Erettan Paris. In 


this kind of plcaſure conſumed they molt part of the _

11 th45 Cbuntrep, but only the hunting ef Milde beaſtes, J 
will into the Foꝛreſt and by manhad fetch ſcnie wilde Tient- 
en [02 my mothers ſupper. 
The Knight of the Caſtle ({&ing his reſolution) ſurniſhed 
1 with azunting Jauelin, and ſo directed him to the Foz⸗ 
"lt where moſt plentie of ſuch pleaſures were: God be his 
39 (ped, foz wee will leaue the Blacke Knight in his exer⸗ 
cif , and ſpeake of the wanton aficaions ef Argluora, and 

he Unight of the Caſtle, that they caſt vpon each other: a 

Vogt tale to make, whereas two hearts make one theught , 
ns bhargaine ts ſone made: the Anight of the Caftle hauing 
not had the pꝛeſence noz ſocietie of a Moman in ſeuen petes 
>cfoze, grew as wantonly minded, as the Neman Tarquint- 
1, when hee rauiſhed the chaſt Lady Lecretia» On the other 
ade, Anglitora hauing the venome of difloyal tie, grew fo pli⸗ 
able to his deſires, that at his pleaſure hee obteinedthat Ice - 
which in fc2mer times the Red-· roſe Knight atucntured his 
life foz; ſhe that in fozmer times was accounted the wozlds ad- 
miration foz tonſtancie, was now the verp wonder ofſhame, 
and the by⸗woꝛd of modeſt Hatrons: this was the firſt dapes 
entrance into their wanton pleaſures, which in all daliance 
they ſpent till the Sunne had loſt the ſight of the Tarth ; then 
iber the returne of the Biacke Knight, frem Yunting, 

they ſate as demurety, as they. had been the chaſteſt livers of 
the wozld ; not a glance of wantennefſe paſſed tetwirt them, 
but all modeſt and ciuill be hauicurs; in this ſozt layed they 
attending foz the returne of the Blacke Knight, Lut all in 
vaine: foꝛ hauing a wilde Panther in chaſe , het felloh ed o 
farrein the vnknow e Fo2reft, that hee le ſt himſelfe, ell that 
night trauelling to finde the way fe zth, but could not; berpe

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was to him as meate to aſicke man; his ſteps were numbers 
eile, like the ſtarres of heanen, o2 the ſands of the Hen: his 
deuiles fo; recouerie little pzenatled, the further hee went, the 
further be was from returning: thus day and night (fo2 may 
ny dapes and nights) ſpent her in theſe comfoztleſſe trauailes; 
no hops cheered his heart, no comfozt boꝛe him company, but 
Rs patient minde: and now at laſt, when hee ſaw all meanes 
fruurate, hee reſulued to liue and die in that ſcllitary Foreſt x 
his fade ye made of the Fruits of trees, his d2inkeof the 
cleare running water, his Bed was no better then a heape of 
Sun⸗vurnd Molle, his Canopies the azure Elements full 
of twinckling lights, his Curtaines a row of thicke bzanched 
Tres, the Toꝛches to light hum to his Bed, the Starres of 
Beauen, the Pelodie oz Puſicke to bzing him afieepe, the 
croakes of Kauens, oꝛ the tearefull cries of night Owles: the 
Clocke to tell the heiures of the night, were hiümg Snakes, 
and Toades croaking in foggy graffe : his moz2tng Cocke the 
chæœrefull Nightingale , oz the cherping Larke his com pa⸗ 
nions on the day, were Howling Ad luce, rauening Lyens, 
and the wzarheull o res: all (as the Fates had decreed) as 
gentle to him in fcllowthip, as people of a ciuill geuernment: 
foz to ſav troth, time £4 neceiſttie had conuerted him to a man 
of wild conditions: foz his hayze was growne long and ſhag⸗ 
gy, like vnto a Saty2e : his fleſh tanned in the Sunne as an 
Indian: the nailcs of his fngers were as the fallents of Ca⸗ 
gles, wherewith hee could eaſily cltmbe the higheſt frees : 
garments hee ha) not any, foz they were wozne out, & as wil⸗ 
[ingly was her content with nakednelle, as in fozmer times hee 
was with rich habiliments. | 

Thus lined hee fo2 ſeauen peres in this deſolate Foareſl, 
by which time hee was al. noſt growne ont of the faucur of a 
man: where foꝛ a tine wee will leaue him, and pꝛocerd to 0 
ther accidents, alſo wer wilt ouer paſſe the leawd liues of \ng- 
lirora and the Knight of the Caſtle, noꝛ ſpeake as yet any moꝛe 
of their ſeauen peres adulterie; foz numberlede were the 
annes committed by them in thoſe ſeauen perres, in that ac⸗ 


arſed Caſtle.

De Blackamore flaue (as ycu haue heard) 
attended vpon them, like an obedient Ser⸗

The labouring Yusbandn:an gricued not moze fo ſ& his 
Zoanc and Cattle taken by Thaues ; noz the Parchant to 
care of his Shippes ſuncke at Sea, then did this Indian af 
his vaine trauels, and weartcme Journepes to ſmall pur⸗ 
voſe: ſo at laſt ſetting fozward againe hee came to the (ea fide, 
thinking to beare of ſome Ship pe fo giue him paſſage euer } 
vt alafte, one troſle falls after another, ene miſchiefe ccn.es 
bpon the necke of another: and ene miſchance ſclicme Haps 
pens alone; ſo as this true hearted Negar ted beholding 
how the billowes of the Sea b:ate againſt her banckes, and 
the Whale fiſhes lay wallewing in the ZWaucs : behold ſuch 
a tempeſt ſuddenly aroſe, that by the fo2ce thereof, the pwze 
ſlaue was caſt info the Sea: but by reaſon of his Silken 
vaile tyde abcut his middle, and his great ſkill in wimming, 
( as welt Negars ber perten thercin) kept himſelfe fem 
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downing ; and as god foztune would, the ſame tempeſt 
 d2ane the weather-beaten ſhippe fo the ſame ſhoze wherein 

the Red- role Knight (his maſter) was, which Shippe had 
bene ſeuen peares vpon the Sea in great extreamitie, and be⸗ 
fo;c this tyde could neuer fee land. By that time the tempeſt 
ended, the Shippe floted to land, wherein was left but onely 
the ed - xoſe Knight in his Palmers werde (foz all the reit 
wer ſfarued vp foꝛ want cf fd) who being weake and fee- 
ble, :{ymbed to the top of the Hatches, where when hee had 
perte ned the Negar labouring foz life vpon the waters, caſt 
out a long coard, and ſo ſaued hum: whome when the Red- 
roſe Knight ſaw, and pertealy knew, be fell all moſt into a 
traunce fo2 toy, ſuppoſing his Lady and Sonne not to bee 
farre diſtant ; but recouering his fozmer lenſes, he ſpake as 
followeth. 

Dh blelled Neptune, haſt thou vouchſafed to deliuer me 
from the depth of thy bowels, and calf mer on land, where 
once againe J map behold my Anglitora, and my deare 
Sonne, the Blackc Knight. Theſe ſeuen peares famine in⸗ 
dured on the Den, hath bene a ſwate plealure to mer, in that 
the end bꝛings mie to mp deſires.

Yee demaunded of her welfare, and in what eſkate 
his Sonne remapned 2 The true hearted Negar could hardly 
ſpeake fo2 griefe, oꝛ vtter one woꝛd fo2 teares : pet at the laſt 
with a wofull ſigh, her vttered fazth theſe heart⸗killing 
ſpeeches. 

Dh my noble Baiſter (quoth her) by you from a Pagan 
J was made a Chꝛiſtian: by you , from a Heathen nation 


wifhout ciuilitie, J was bzought to a Lard of Peincelp go- 
uerment 
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the Red-roſe Knight, 


' zcrnment z and by you, fill my departure, was J maintained 
uin god manner: there if J ſhould pꝛoue periured flaue, and 
tate Carlet towards you, my body were wozthy to ber 


made kde - foz hungry Fowles of the Apze, and foz the 


rauening Beaſts of the Fields: fherefozg now conſidering 


that dutie bindes mee to it, J will reueale ſuch wofull chaun- 
ces; and ſuch dilloyall trickes ſhewed by your Lady as will 
make pour heart tremble, your Sinewes ſhake, x your haire 
co and vpright. Anglitora your Lady and Wake, hath diſhas 
noured pour Bed and polluted that ſacred Chamber of ſecre- 
ne, which none ought to know, but onely you two: That mas 
riage vow ſhee made in Gods holy Temple, hath ſhe infringed, 
and gnfye? the knot of Nuptiall pꝛomiſe: in a Countrey farre 
rom hence hath ſhee wzought this hated crime: in a Caũtrex 
v11pcopled liues ſhee in a Caſtle, which is kept bpa Knight of 
3 ſnanton demeanour ; there line they two in adulfery, there 
ue they (ecreatly leping in wantonneſſe : and therefoze theſe 


auen peares hath cher made her ſelfe the childe of ſhame: 


all this with ertreame griefe doe J vnfold , and with 
q heart al moſt kilde with ſoꝛrow, doe J bzeath out the dutie 
of x letuant: if A haue offended, let my death make amends: 
fe what I ſpeake is fruely deliuered from a heart vnfaigned. 

All this time ef this his ſozrowfull Diſcourſe, twp the 
Red-roſe Knight in abitter agonie, Itke one new'te dzopt 
from the cloudes, not knowing how ta take theſe diſcourte⸗ 


ec one while purpoſing to bee reuenged, and with his nailes 


to teare out the Strumpets epes: another while, bewayling 
her weake natute, that fo eaſily was wn to lewdneſſe: but 
at laſt, taking to him (the vertue) patience, hee reſolue y to tra⸗ 
zell to the Caſtle, ⁊ with his meek perſwaſtons ſerke to winne 
her foumer wickedneſſe, # to foꝛget, fo2gine, and caſt out of 
remembꝛante all theſe her vnwoman⸗line demeanours, obſers 


| ing the Pꝛouerbe, That faire meanes ſooner winnes a wo- 


man, then foule, Thus in company of his true ſeruant the 
Negar, hee tr ke his tonrney toward the Caſtle; where (alter 
foure moneths tranell)they arined; the Red-roſe Knight) by the 
directions of the Negar, knocked, and in his Pilgrimes has 
vite, deſired meate and lovging foz himſelfe and his guide.

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The firſt that opened the Gate, was his owne Lady, who. 
immediately, vpon the ſight of them bluſhed, as though ſome Þ 
ſodaine feare had affrighted her; yet defſemblingly (colouring 
her acknowledge of them) ſhe in a charitable manner gane 
them entertamement and conducted them toa by roame at 
the backe ſide of the Caſtle: into which placethee ſent them 
(by her Dwarffe) vicuals from her owne Table, with a com, 
mannd, that the nert mozning they ſhould auopde, and neuer 
moze trouble that place, - 

This meſſage ſent by the Owarffe, much diſquieſed. the 
Reg-roſe Knight, and dzoue ſuch amaze into his minde, that 
hee grew ignozant what to doe : And ſeeing his appointed 
time very ſhoꝛt to remaine there, hee now thought fit to. ſtrike 
whilſt the Ir on was Hofte, and to diſcouer what hee was: fo 
taking the Scarffe of Jewells and Kings fyed. fo his left 
ſide againſt his heart (which ſhe. knew perfealp well to ba 
the giftes of her Lone) and by the Dwartfe ſent them her 
The which no ſwner ſhee beheld, but ſher openly ſapd to tha 
Kkmght of the Caſtle, that their lecret affections were diſcoue⸗ 
red, and her Pusband in the habite of a Palmer made abode 
in her Mouſe conducted thither by the Moorc, to bzing their 
ſhame to light, and to carry her thence to England, there to 
be puniſhed foz her finnes, Meereupon the Knight and ſhee 
purpoſed the ſame night to rid themſelues of that fearc, and 
by ſome violent death ſende the Palmer to his laſt abyding, 
Diſquietneſſe attended on all ſides fo: that dap, and euery 
boure ſe med ten, till night appꝛoached; which at laſt came, 
though long lokt faz. Then anglitora in company of the 
Bnight of the Caſtle, like vnto Murtherers, rofe from their 
Bedds, zuen at that Houre of night when miſchtefes are 
acted, when no nopſe was heard but the barking of Molues, 
the howling of Dogges, and the croaking of Night-owles; 
All aſſiſtance fo blacke anions: In this manner came they 
into the Lodging of the Palmer who fo2 weartneſſe of 
his Journepes, moſt ſoundly lept little dzeaming t hat ſuch cru⸗ 
eltie, could be lodged in the baſome of his wedded Mife: one

as things neuer been: not anp thought of remozſe remapned 
within her; but Thee moꝛe cruell then the new del iuered Bear, 
o the Tyger ſtarued foꝛ meate, by the helpe of the Knight of 
the Caſtle, foke the Scartfe of Jewells (ſent her from him 
the ſame evening) and by violence thꝛuſt them downe the Pal⸗ 
mers theoat ; by which meanes they bereaued him of life and 
without any ſolemnitp due to ſo bzaue a man, they buried him 
ma Dunghill without the Gate, not chedding ſo much as 
one teare foz his death: ſo areat mas fhe onHio of chi hoo it 
full Lad · he poze Negar they ſet bp to the middle in the 
ground ſo ſurely faſtned, that by any uceanes he could not ſtirre 
from thence, where wee will leaue him wiſhing foz death. The 
R:d-roſe Knight, 02 rather the vnhappy Palmer, in his vn⸗ 
chelſtian like Oꝛaue, and the Knight of the Caſtle with the 
murthereſſe Anglitota, to their ſurketting Banquets of ſinne, 
and returne to the Blacke Knight, which had loſt himſelfe in 
the CL.ods,

Y this time the Blacke Knight grewe ſo 

naturall a Milde⸗man, as though he had 

bene b2edde in the Milderneſle: foz day 

by day hee ſpozted with ions, Leo⸗ 

yards, Tygers, Elephants, Unicoznes, 
aud ſuch like kinde of Beaſfs, playing as 

familiarly with them, as in King Ar- 

thurs Court he had done with gallant Gentlemen. But 
marke how it hapned ene dap aboue an other: Mee chaun⸗ 
ched to walke downe into a Ually, where hee ſet himſelfe 
downe by the Riners ſide, and in humane complaints be- 
wayled his owne eſtate, how beeing bozne and bzeed of a 
2 Pꝛincelꝑ 
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Pꝛzincelp Race, diſcended royally ſhould thus conſume his 
dayes in ſauage ſozt, amongſt Milde beafts, and by no meanes 
could recouer his libertie, a2 free hunſelte from that ſolitary 
UWilderneſſe, Being in this diftreſſe of mind a luddaine feare 
aſapld him, his heart ſhinered , his haire tood vpzight, the 
Clements ſeemed to looke dimme, a terrible Zempetlt toze 
vp huge trees, the Milde Beaſtes roared and gathered on a 
heape together, Birdes fell liueleNe from the apze , the 
Ground as it were trembled, and a ſodaine. alteration troubled 
each thing aboue him: in this amaze late her a god tune, mar, 


uelling what would enſue; at lab there appeared (as he ima; 
gined ) The you or pis grace elt nan theron ith » raun-

tenance pale and wan, with hollawe eyes (oz none at all) gli⸗ 
ding vp and downe befoze hun: caſting ſuch fearefull freownes, 
as might make the ſtouteſt heart in the woꝛld to tremble : and 
at laſt, ſetting himſelfs.befoze the Blacke Knight, ſpake as 
followeth; 

Fea:enot my Sonne, J am the Gholt. of thy murthered 
Father, returned from _Plutoes hollow Region; 4 came from 


that burning Bingdome where. continually flames an euer, 
laſting Furnace ; krom the fearefull Pitte. come J to. thes 
fo revenge 3: Oh thou my Sonne ik euer gentle Nature 
were plyant in thy boſome ; if euer thou tœkeſt pleaſure to 
hearethy Fathers honours ſpoken of; if euer thou deſtreſt to 
haue thy life meritorious in this wozld, take tothee thy ne- 
ger failing Courage, and reuenge my death vpon thy adulte- 
rous Mother: thy Pother now liuing in the filthineſſe of 
ſhame, making the Caſtle where (hee now remaines in, a 
luſtfult ſtewes; there was J murthered, and there buried 
in a ſtincking Dunghili; no man gaue mee Funeral teares, 
no2 any ſoʒrowed for my death: 3 that haue dared Death in 
the face , and purchaſt Yonour: in many Kingdomes, was 
fame by mp owne Mike, by mp neereſt Friend, by my ſe⸗ 
cond ſelfe, by Auglitora, by her wham the whole woꝛld ad: 
mred ko2 vertue: Riſe (deare Sonne) rife, and halt thee tc 
that Caſtle polluted with the ſhame of thy wicked Mother: 
Niſe ſap, and let the Pauements of that Caſtle, be ſpꝛinke⸗ 
led with their deteſted blood, the blond of that Ponſter 125 
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hath not onely diſpoyled my marriage bedde of honoured digs ⸗ 
nities, but like a tyzant to her owne fleſh hath murthered me. 
Ser how the angry Heauens (as it were) doe thzeaten my 
Reuenge: heartze how Yell-Furtes doe howle and roare foz 
Reuenge: my Miues Adulterie at the hand of Beaten de⸗ 
lerues Keuenge: My bleving ſoule (Oh my Sonne 
wandzeth in vnquter paths, till theu wozkeff Reuenge: 
my death and murther cries foz 
Reuenge: then feare not (Sonne) to act it; foz duty, loue 
and nature bindes ther to it, By Meauen, and by that great 
immoztali Thaoane of happinelle: By that low Ringdome 
of eternall paines; By the huge watrey Seas J paſt to fal⸗ 


aun hor ; My Harth and by the Soules of all the moztall 
men that euer dyed, J commauno, charge, and coultrate 


che to perſcuere in this Keuenge , Mence to that foule de⸗ 
famed Caſtle, defamed by Adulterie defamed by Purther; 
chere to my Soule doe thy lateſt dutie: there, wound thy 
curſed Mothers bzeaſt, there ſacritice her ttues blood, there 
appeaſe thy Fathers Gholt inſenſt with furie; fo ſhall my 
Soule in toy, enter the Fields of faire Eiizeum ; But ik thou 
pꝛoueſt coward-like, and through feare deny to execute my 
glozious Renenge, from this day hence-fo2th ſhail my pale. 
wan, leane, and withred Ghoſt with gaſtly lokes, and feare, 
full ſteps, purſue and follow thee. @heſe were the words 
of his Fathers Gholt : and hauing ſpoken theſe wozds, with 
a grieuous groane, hee vaniſhed. At this his ſodaine departure, 
the Blacke Knight cryed with a loud and fearefull vopce 
ſzping. 

My noble Father, ffay ; Dh ſtap thy. haſky ſkeppes: once 
moꝛe let mee heare thee ſpeake, Whether fipeſt thou? Oh let 
me heare thy voyce againe: It will not be, Me is vantlhed ; 
and my Mother lines as aſhame to all our generation. Oh 
thou ſtaine of woman⸗ hood: Oh thou blodp W ionneſle: 
Oh bzutilh act: Oh beaſtlp deſires: Where ſhall J new 
finde a place td ſhed teares in? foꝛ my heart is rent into tenne 
thouſand pieces, and the terronr of this ded, is to intol⸗ 
lerable. Reſt thou in peace, ſweete Father: thou in thy life 
wert both wile and valiant: thy vertue, wiledome, 8 
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vob made the very.enemies toloue thie: Oh then, what 
foztune hadſt thou, to die by the friendly Cruſt of thy awne 
Wife, my diſloyall Pother, thy neereſt friend proud thy 
greateſt enemie; and by a Womans mallice, that heart was 
killed, that millions of Foes could neuer daunt. Sh ſweete 
Red-role. Knight, moſt happy hadſt thou been fo haue dyed 
n the Fields of blody Marre, and ſeal'd thy liues quittance 
ama duldiers; then had thy death bene 
moze borozable, my Wicked her had not murthered 
cher, no2 J bien infozſt to take bloody vengeance, as I 
intend (deare Father) foz thy lake; fog let me neuer bꝛeath 
dne day longer, noz view the next Þoznings rifing Sunne: 
let mee neuer line impꝛiſoned in this Milderneſſe. let nothing 
poeſpet thas <nor 3 ah un han, and here let the wozlde 
end, ik z ceaſe to pzoſecute à moztall Reuenge, as the ſoule 
of my Father hath commauded. Yerenpon hee ſet foꝛward 
toward the Caſtle, conducted bx what chaunce the Heauens 
had allotted him: not one ſteppe hie knew aright, noꝛ what 
courſe to take to finde the dire wap: but it hapned, that 
an ignis fatuus (as hee thought) o2a goeing Fire, led him the 
right way out of the Fozreit direaly to the Caſtle where 
his diſhaneſt Bother made her abode. But comming nerre 
bnts the Gates, her found all cloſe, and neere vnts the Callle 
the Blackamoore ſet halfe way quicke into the carth, hauing 
(foz want of fobe) eaten moſt part of the fleth from his armes; 
whom the Blacke Knight Wane digged vp, and kept aliue, to 
be a furftheranceto his intended revenge. 

The poze Indian, being thus happily pꝛeſerued krom 
death, rencated all that had happned in the ſau Caſtle; hew 
his Bother liued in adultery, how his Father was murthe- 
red, why himlelfe was ſet quicke in the earth and laſtly, fo:

Knight that was llaine in her Armes, thon perceiuing her

my life: wound not the wombe that foſtred the, which now 
A fearmed wicked, by onely faſtring the, what childe can glut 
his eyes with gazing on his Parents woun os, and will not faint 
in beholding them. 

Yereupon the Blacke Knight not able to indure to ſuffer 
his Mothers further intreafies, leaſt pittie and remozſe might 
mollific his heart, and ſo graunt her life ( hich to Meauen to 
take away h& had de pely lwoꝛne) hee cut her off with theſe 
deadly woꝛds. 

Lady, J am not made of Flint noꝛ Adamant; in kinde re⸗ 
card of calamitie, Jam almoſt ſtrucke with remoꝛce: but 
dutie muſt quite bndoe all dutie: Kinde muſt wo:ke againſt

vpon this Gzaue ſet a burning Taper, that then foz every 
anguiſh of my heart, J may beate my Bzealfs, till my Filtes 
haue ſtrucken the winde from my body; and that my Soule 
map beare them company into Elizium. Come you wanton 
fleſhly Satyres: Come peu friendly Fawnes: Come you 
Fayries and Pryades, and ſing fut Epitaphes; lift vp your 
boyces to Yeauen, and let pour p2ayſes bee in the honour of 
my Parents: my ſelfe like a wan, pale, and dead man, will 
beare you company: J will wearie the Moꝛld with my cem⸗ 
plamts: Xx wil wake hene fofreames with my Teares: 
ſuch Streames, as no Banke ſhall barre: uny Streamos, 
as no Dꝛought ſhall dꝛpe. But alaſſe what doe J meane to 
repeate theſe ſeuerall lamentations: fince my deate Parents 
bee dead: ſince from the wozld they are parted: ſince they are 
buried without ſolemnitie : ſince my delights are all inclo⸗ 
ſed in the Gzounde 3 pet will J ill here make my com- 
plaints, though no geod eaſe comes thereby , adding teares 
fo teares, and ſozrowes to ſozrowes. Oh frowning Foz⸗ 
fane, Oh vnlucky Starres. Oh curſed day that cuer 3 
did this dev, foz now no ſence , noz knowledge, takes their 
vnſenſible bodyes of my griefes: in this Gzaue there is ng 
fieling : in Death there is no pittie taken, Oh thou Siluan- 
nus thou commander of theſe Mountaines, helpe mee pwze 
belpeteſe ſoule to ſhed teares: fo2 my religion, foꝛ my deuo⸗ 
tion and Countries ſake helpe mee: either let me haue ſome 
comfozt in my lozroſves, oꝛ let me in Death beare my Pa⸗ 
rents company. Then ſteſt what Tozments à luffer ; how 
my heart trembles, hew my eyes flow with teares, how mp 
head fs with teares poſſeſt, how my Saule is tull of hoꝛri⸗ 
ble anguiſh: all this thou ſerſt, and pet it little gricues ther 
toſs it. Oh thu: churliſh ground, from Hencefwoth ceaſe 
any moze ts beare Fruit: ceaſe to be deckt with Flowers, 
ceaſe to be mantled in Gꝛctne, fo2 the pureſt Flowers are 
withered. Thy Garlands are decayed ; my dente Parents 
are fo batimely bereft of life: their ſweete bodpes theu 
harboꝛeſt, and in thy wembe delinerceff them as a fed vnto 

Wozmes 
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:Uo2mes. Therefoze thou cruell Earth, howle andmonrne, 
foz thou art vnwozthy of ſuch bleſſed bodies. And now, ob 
you pittifull Heauens, heare my complaints, conney them 
to the Soules of my decealed Parents: foz my lamentas 
tions by the gentle Mindes, are blowen from the Eaſt vn - 
to the Meſt: the dzy Land, and the Uatry Seas, are witneſs 
ſes to them: Therefoze no day ſhall riſe, but it ſhall heare 
my complaints: no night ſhall come, but it ſhall giue care vn⸗ 
my mganes ; neither day noꝛ night, ſhall be fre from my 
heart⸗bꝛeaking crpes. If that J groane, mie thinkes the 
Trees are bended, as though they pittied my teares. The 
very Gzound (foz griefe) J ſe alters her complexion. All 
that Jheare, all that J ſee, all that J feele, giues freſh 
ucreaſe tomy ſoꝛrow. J will neuer hencefcozth come in ped⸗ 
led Towne, noz inhabited Cittie, but wander all alone vp 
and downe by low Uallyes, and fteepy Rockes ; 02 A will 
dwell in darke Dennes frequented onely by Milde Beaſtes, 
where no path of man was euer leene, oz tothe Mods 3 
will goe, ſo darke, and beſet ſo thicke with ſhaddow bzanches, 
that no Sun ay ſhine there by dap, noz no Starre by 
night map be ſene, whereas is heard no vopce, but the outs 
c:yes of hozrible Goblings, the balefull ſhaikes of Nighs- 
wles, the vnlukie ſounds of Nauens and Crowes; there 
{all mine eyes bee made watry Fountaines; there will F 
make luch plaints, as Beaſts ſhall meurne to heare them: 
ſuch plaints will J make, as ſhall rend and riue ſtrong trees, 
make wilde Panthers tame, and mollifts hard flinty ſtones: 
Ind it by chance that fle pe oppzeſſe mee, on the bare and cold 
Ground Hall theſe wokull limbs reſt: the grene tarffe ſhall, 
erue as a Pillow fo2 my head: boughs and bzanches of trees 
Hall couer me: an? then J hope, ſome venemeus Serpent wil 
ſpeedily giue mee my deaths wound, that this my poze ſoule 
may be releaſed from fleſh and blood: by which meanes J map 
pafſe te thoſe Fields, thoſe faire Elizium Fields, whereas 
my murthered Parents daily reſoꝛt. In thismanner com⸗ 
plained the Backe Knight bpon his Parents graue, that 
dayes and nights together, ſtill kneeling vpon the cold ground 
and could not by any . bee comfozted ; euery on. 
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bis eyes beheld, renewed freſh ſozrow, and dꝛew on new la⸗ 
mentations: but at laſt, the Powers of Yeauen intending to 
græaumt him (ome eaſe, taſt his diſtreſled Senſes info a quiet 
Humber: where lying vpon his fathers graue, wee will let him 
oz a time ret, 
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How the Fayerie Knight came tobe called the Yu Trinmph, 
Of his ariuall in England, of the two Knights deaths, and of 
the Proue rbe vſed of three Cities in England. 


On haue read in the firſt part ot this Hiſto⸗ 
rte. hohnfhe kayeric Knls hi the Sonne of 
Rm Czlia, begot by. the Ked-roſe Kuight, was 
"<4, colnnutted (by his Bother at her death) to 
the keeping of the Ladies of the Land ; foz 


then was there but few Pen lining, being 
a Countrey cuely of Women: and now beingggf.Juſty age, and 
a Knight of renowned valcure, he betoke hiniiklte totraucll: 
the onely cauſe to finde his Father, oz ſome. of his kindꝛed 
whom he had neuer leene. 
any were the Countries he paſſed: but mo2c the dancers 
hee indured: all which foz this tune, wee amit: onelya little 
ſpeake.of thꝛet guiłts giuen him by an Yernitke, that had 
thꝛe excding Uertues: Foꝛ comming to an Jland fo ſake 
aduentures, it was his chance to ſaue a young beautifull 
Mapden from rauiſhing by a ſatyzicall Witldanan; foz he has 
ating tyed the golden locks of her Vapze to two knotty bꝛam⸗ 
bles, and being ready to take his vencrall pleaſure vpon her, 
the Fayerie Knight conuning by, and ſeeing that diſhoncut 
and violence offered to ſo young a-Tirgin, with his Sword at 
one blow, paired away the Wild- mans head, and ſo went 
With the Papden home to her Fathers houte, which was an 
Hermitage ſome mile diſtant off: where being no ſa@ner 
come, but the good old man, hauing a Vead moze white then 


Siluer, but a heart moze heauier then Lead, by reaſon of the 
wank 
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want of his daughter, ſo truelly taken from him, began at her 
(zht ts be ſo cheered, that he had not the power (foz2 top) to 
peake a good ſpace, but at laſt, taking the tayerie Kni zht bp 
the hand, he led him to an in ward rome, where hee banqueted 
hum with ſuch chere as his Hermitage atfoꝛded; and after in 
ew of his daughters reſchew, hee gaue him thꝛer ſuch Gifts, 
111d of thꝛee ſuch Uertues, as the like ſeldome had Knight, 
The firſt, was a Ring, which whoſoetier did weare , ſhould 
neuer dye by freaſon, The ſecond a Swoꝛzd; that on what 
Gate ſoeuer it rucke, it would pꝛeſently fly open. The third 
and laſt, a viall of ſuch Dꝛinke that wholoeuer tan ed, cheuld 
ſodainelp foꝛget all paſſed ſoʒrowes. | 

Hauing receiued theſe thzer Gifts of the ged old Yers 
mite, he departed, and trauelled without any aduenture till he 
tame and found the blacke Knight aller pe vpon his fathers 
Oꝛaue: which when the Fayerie Knight had awaked, in coun⸗ 
tenance they were ſo alike, as Mature had made them both 
"ne, (foz indeed they were Brothers by the Fathers ive, the 
ae true bone, the other a Baſtard) pet at the firlt ſight,luch 

 (ccret affectton grew betwixt them, that they plighted their 

aythes to each ather, vowing neuer to part friendſhips. But 
when the Blacke Knight had reuealed his birth & parentage, 
is Fathers name, and place of birth, the Faycrie Knight res 
olued himſelfe, that he had found a Bꝛother, as well in nature 
15 condition; But when hee heard the fozy of his Fathers 
fe, and the manner of his death, with the murther of Angli- 
ora his vnchaſt wife, hee could not chaſe but ſhed teares, 
whereof plenty deſcended from his faire eyes; whereupon hee 
cke occaſian to ſpeake as followeth. 

Meauen reſt thy ſweet ſoule (my vnknowne Father, ) and 
nap the kruite of thee pꝛoue as famous in the Moꝛzldas 
thou haſt been; but moꝛe foztunate in their Mariage chople 3 . 
As koʒ my Stepmother, though her vnchalt life daue made 
her infamous fo all Momankinde, pet this in charitie J des 
fire, that when ſhee comes to blutocs Realme, that Profer- 
pine may ſend her to the bleſſed fields of Elizium; i re⸗ 
membꝛante of whom, in this wozld, (if euer we artne in t at 
noble Countrey of England, where my Lnightly Jather was 
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bozne,) wee will there eren her a Cacely Tombe: pet ng 
Epitaph) ſhall how her diſlopall life, noz the cauſe of her 
death: onely in Letters of beaten Gold, ſhall remaine in- 
grauen vpon her Tombe, the name of, Anglicora Daughter 
to Preſter Iohn, and Wife to the worthy Red-role Knight, 
Hereupon hee gaue his new-found B2other (the Blacke 
Knight) his Wall of Dꝛinke which the Hermtt had giuen 
him: who no ſoner had taſted, but all fozmer græfes were 
foꝛgotten: hee remembzed not the death of his Father, no: 
the murther of his Pother, noz what ſoꝛrow hee had (uſtay- 
ned in the Milderneſſe: but like a ioconde Unight, gyzt his 
Swozd round about him, and ſtod on Thoꝛnes till hee was 
let fozward to ſeeke Martiall aduentures. Yereupon theſe 
two Knights departed toward England, and perfozmed ma⸗ 


nm noble deeds of Chiualrie by the way; But anomglt all 


others, being in the ſurkiſf; Court (this is wozthy to be 
noted) foʒ with one Boxe of the care, the Blacke Knight kil- 
led the Turkes Sonne ſtarke dead: foꝛ which cauſe, by treaſon 
were their lines conſpired, and the following night, had their 
Lodging entred by twelue of the Turkes Guard, with an in⸗ 
tent to murther them: but by reaſon of the inchaunted Ring, 


in the which they put both their little fingers, the Guard of a 


ſodaine fell all faſt in a traunte: hereupon the two Knights 
departed the Turkiſh Court, But no ſoner were they out 
of the Citie, but a troupe of armed unights purſued them, 
and followed them ſonerely, that they were foꝛced to enter 
a Cattle that ſtœod by the Sea ſide, wherein no creature had 
abyding: comming to the Gate, the Fayerie Knight with 
his Swozd ſtrucke thereat, an it pzeſently opened: where- 
in being no ſconer entred, but the arme) knights of the Tur- 
kiſn nation cloſed them kaſt in, and cauſed the Gates to be 
walled vp with Free Stone, and ſo departed. Now were 
theſe wo knights in moze danger of death, then ener they 
bad beene in all their lines: and ſure they had ſtarued, had not 
god pollicie pzeſerued their lines: foz the Caſtle walles 
were ſo high, that none durſt venture downe without great 
danger, As in greateſt extreamity, mans wit is the quickeſt 
foz inuention 3 ſo the two Knights cut off all the Payze — 
| I 
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cf eft heads which were very long) and "therewithall made n 
Ian bo :vitted Line oz Cozy, with the which they did from 
tet top of the Gall to the Gꝛound. But this miſchaunce hap⸗ 
ned; as tl ge Fayeric Knrght glyded downe, the Coard bzoke, 
no his ode tone cuch a violent blow againit the ſtonie 
5.91 and, i hat it ſtrucke the bzeath quite out of his body, no 
ute bet ge Biacke Knight could bee perteiued, but that his 
(ule dus Foe euer diiuded. This of all misfoꝛtunes, was held 
the extteameſt, thexefoze in great griefe hee bꝛeathed fozth 
his lamentation. 
Dh von partiall Fates (quoth hee) Oh you vntulk De- 
11 1125: Why haue you reft two liues by wounding one: Mo 
the Sunne fozbeare his wonted light. Let Heate and 
* let Dꝛought and Poyſture, let Carth and Apꝛe, let 
Fire and Water, be all mingled and confounded together: let 
that old contuſed Chaos teturne againe, and heere let the 
T oald end. And now you Heauens this is my requeſt, that 
1 ch Dc :ule map pzefently fozſake this fleſyg: J haue no ſoule 
mine obone, koꝛ it is the ſoule of the Fayerie Knizht, foz but 
ane Soule is common to vs both: then howcan J line, has 
fung ny Soule departed, which ſpightfull death hath nolv 
ſe parated: Oh thou mp nightly bother, though the Fates 
beny to giue ther like, pet in ſpight of them Ile follow ther. 
eu Heauens receiue this halfe ſoule of my true Friend and 
let not te and death part vs; with Eagles wings will J fiye 
ukter him, and in loues celeb tall Thzoane toyne with him in 
friendihip. e two in life were but one; one will, one heart, 
one minde, one Soule made vs one: one like kept vs both 
aliue, one being dead, dꝛawes the other vnto death {theres 
foz2, as wee liued in loue, ſo will we dye in lone and with one 
Graue wee map interre both cur bodyes: Yow gloztous and 
happy were my death, to dye with my beloued friend: Now 
doe J loath this life, in lining alone without my deare 1520s 
ther : whereupon dꝛawing his Swoꝛd from his ſide, her ſayd. 
Dh thou wofull Weapon, euen thou ſhalt be the meane, to 
ridde my ſoule from this pꝛiſon of body. Dh faith vnfaigned; 
Dh handof ſacred friendſhip; J am relolned both with the 


fozce of Heart, Hand, end Armes, to giue my Yeart deaths 
N deadly 
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deadly wound; fo: now wy noble Fayerie Knigbt, this blod 
I offer vp vnto the Saule. But being ready with his @wozy 
to pierce his owne heart, he ſaw a lively blood ſpzcad in his 
friends face, and thole eyes that were ſo dolefully cloſed vp, 
began now to loke abzoad; and the countenance that was 
ſa pale and wan, received a frech complexion: whereupen the 
Blacke Knight ſtayed from his deſperate reſolution, and from a 
bloody tragedian, became the recouerer of his bꝛothers life; 
who after a while, began to be perfect ſencible: ſo binding his 
b2uzcd bones together, they went a Shipboard on a Shippe 
that lay at anchoz at the next Poꝛt, making foz England, ſo the 
nert moꝛning the wind ſerued well) the Pilots hoylted ſayle, 
merilp floting on the waters. 

Ten werkes had not paſſed foward the finiſhing of a pere, 
befoze they ariucd on the Chaulkie cliftes of England; vpon 
which they had no ſaner ſet futing, but with their warme 
lippes they gently killed the cold earth, This is che 2 and of 
pꝛomiſed gloꝛy (ſaid the Fayertc Knight) to finde this Land J 
haue mdured many miſeries {fo find this Land haue paſſed 
many Countries, and in this Land, mult J ſeale vp the laſt 
quiftance of my life, here ſhal my bones reſt, foꝛ J am iawfully 
deſcended from the loynes of an Eagliſh Kniglu: peace bee in 
my ende, foz all my dayes haue bene ſpent in much trouble. 

In ſuch like diſcourſes left they the hcze tive, z trauapling 
farther. into the Land, they met with one of Zing Arthurs 
Knights, named Sir Launcclat Dalke, lo old and lame that 
thzough his bautſes in chiualry, hee ſemed rather an impotent 
creature, then a knight at Armes; yet at the ght of theſe 
two aduenturous Knights, his bla d ſermed to grow poung: 
and her that befoze, culd not march a mile on fute foʒ a King? 
dome, now went as kiuelp as any of the two other Knights 
did. Firſi came they to London, where fe their fathers ſake. 
they were (by the Gouernours) molt gallantly entertav1en : 
the frets were hung reund with Arras hangings, and Tape⸗ 
ſtrie wozkes: Pagiants were builded vp in euery ſtreet, the 
Condents ran with Nine, and a ſolemne Yoly-day was then 
pꝛotlaimed to be kept yearely vpon that day. To ſpeake of 
Wanquets pzepared fog them, the Tilts and Turnaments, 
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and ſuch honourable graces, Jthinke n&dleſſe. In London 
in great content ſtaped they ſome twenty dapes: in which 
tune came noble mellengers from the Court to condua them 
to the Ring that then raigned: foꝛ (ince the Blacke Knight and 
ig mother doparted the Land, hapned thze changes, euerp 
ane maintaining the ancient hcncur of Ring Arthurs Knights 
the Round able, whereof theſe two in pꝛeſente of all the 
Nobilitie, were in Anightip ſoꝛt created. 
Alter thie, the King ozdained a ſolemne Juſting to be kept 
in his Court, à Held in great honeur foz foztie dapes: to which 
nightly ſpozts, reſogted the chiefeſt flowers of Chiualrie 
from all Caumtries, as Kings, Pzinces, Dukes, Yarqueſſes, 
Garles, Lo2ds,and nights; and foz chiefe Challenger and 
Champion foz the Cemnfrep,was the Fayerie Knight: who fo: 
his matchleſſe man-hod therein ſhown:, had this title giuen 
dim by a generail conſent, to bee called, The Worlds Won 
ter. | 

After this, being deſirous fo ſe the Citieof Lincolne, 
where the Red-roſe Knight was bozne, hee in companp of his 
15:other & true friend, the Blacke Knight, and old fir Lancelat 
\>ulakey rod thither, at whole cemming into the Citie, the 
great Bell (called Tom a Lincoln: ) was rung an heure, which 
ag then was leldome ſhowne to any, excepting Rings, and res 
nowned warriours, returning vidoꝛiouũp from bloody Bat ⸗ 
tles. Here builded they a moſt ſumptucus Minſter, which to 
this day remaines in great magnificence and glozy. Likewiſe 
here builded they a moſt ately Tombe in remembꝛante of 
their Parents: the like (as then)no place of England affogded; 

Thers hauing left the noble feats of Chiualty, they liued 
life zealous, and meſt pleaung te God: ercuing many Altugs 
houſes foz pe people, gtuing thereto great Mealthend 
Treaſure: And when nature ended theirdayes, they (vers bu⸗ 
tiediti the ſame Pinter, both in ene CTembe: which likes 
vile was fo richlyſet ty with Pillars of Cold, that abcue 
all ofver Cities, it grew the meſt fameus: whereupcn ſince 
hat time, hath this old euer he of th:& Cities grein tem⸗ 
mon, which is v(ed in theſe woꝛds: Lincolne Was, London is, 
and Yorke hall be. 
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
